And now the other side of tho story: 


As a meat market owner and a union meat cutter, I thoroughly 


disagree with your second (or is it third) editorial on meat cutters (you 
call them butchers). The only butchering being done is by you hatchet 
men. This week it's the meat cutters again; last week it was the drug 
stores. And speaking of drug stores, how come you have not given the 
pharmacists who are on strike against one of your big advertisers any 
space concerning their disagreement with their employers (like an 
editorial in their behalf)? You have given a lot of free space on behalf of 
their employers against the meat cutters (in the form of editorials). By 
the way, what has happened to their union pharmacists? 


Maybe that half way solution you mention in your editorial will 


turn out better than the. one they tried 37 years ago under like 
circumstances. They leased their meat departments to their market 
managers, then asked their market managers to withdraw from the 
union. Needless to say they didn't get by with that halfway solution 
either. 


You say you sympathize with the meat cutters on their stand 


concerning late hours, and all this could be taken care of by staggered 
shifts and $10 over scale. Bunk . . . what happens when business is off 
and your big advertiser says to his meat cutters "you will all take a half 
day off this week or 1 day or 2 days off?" What guarantee has he 
against this? Chain stores now have a chance to work meat cutters 6 
days a week but they don't because the 6th day is a premium pay day. 


You say that, for most people, there are nine hours of shopping for 


meat, all on Saturday. Bunk, pure unadulterated bunk put out by you 
and your big advertiser. If their meat counters on Saturday have long 
lines waiting for meat, then they don't have enough meat cutters to get 
the meat ready and into the meat cases. In case you don't realize it, it's 
a very skilled trade. 


There's the same problem at the check-out counters — a few of 


them open, the rest closed. Why? I guess it's because of what you call 
staggered hours — the same help spread out over many, many more 
store hours. I don't believe you when you say there are many persons 
who can't shop for meat when the meat counters are open. I also don't 
agree with you that meat cut before 6 should be allowed to be sold after 
that time. If union hours are from 9»a.m. to 6 p.m. for me, a small 
merchant, then they should be the same for large stores. •

Good For Area

In recent weeks two donations of a to- 


tally different nature were made to the 
park districts in Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg. While the donations were 
different, both will help to speedup two 
important projects. 


Dollars and dirt, that Is what the park 


districts received. Hoffman Estates has 
been offered 50,000 cubic yards of Oil to 
floodproof • park earmarked or exten- 
sive development Schaumburg received 
150,000 from an anonymous source. That 
money will go toward development of a 
large nature area in the village that has 
been in the planning stages for many 
years. 


In each case, the donations are impor- 


tant to major development plans. 


The Higbpoint Park area is scheduled 


to receive the dirt. It is also scheduled to 
receive over $100,000 In Improvements. 


BUT THE DIRT is needed to create an 


elevated surface, above the portions of 
the park which readily flood, so that ten- 
nis courts, apparatus areas and recrea- 
tional fields. 


An offer by the home building firm of 


Kaufman and Broad to supply the Oil 
was made last week. While final details 
have not been completed It appears as 


though the project, may be under way 
sooner than expected. Park officials had 
conjectured that it might take at least a 
year to get the needed fill 


The donation to the Schaumburg Park 


District is equall) Important The nature 
area has been in he planning stages for 
years. Ellsworth Mclneke, a noted con- 
servationist, has fostered the idea and 
aided the park district's plans. The park 
district will probably receive state and 
federal funds to acquire the proposed 
400-acra area, but additional money will 
be needed for development The 130,000 
donation will be instrumental toward this 
end. 


In this day and age of growing formal- 


ity in the operation of municipal bodies, 
where direct contact with people is some- 
times overlooked, it is good to see two 
examples one a generous private citi- 
zens, the other a giant corporation — 
make an extraordinary effort to provide 
assistance. 


In both cases, the actions bespeak a

Frost Junior High School In Schaumburg, 
is expected by Schaumburg Township 
Dist.

Lcrman Realty, Inc., who bought the 


acreage from Campanelll Bros., proposes 
to sell the land to two new developers, 
said Marvin Laplcola, director of bust-' 
ness services for the school district 


Campanelli Bros, received zoning and 


plan approval for the land in December 
1D69, proposing a total of 1, 016 dwelling 
units. 


The new developers, Colscl-McGuIro 


and 3H Builders, will come before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals Oct. 18, asking 
to reduce the number of units to 889, 
Laplcola said. Additionally, the number 
of three-bedroom units will be reduced. 


CAMPANELLI'S plans would generate 


an estimated 328 children, while the pro- 
posed new plans would generate only 190 
children, Laplcola sold. 


Celsol-McGulre plans to buy the north 


third of the total parcel, and develop 478 
units. The units in the parcel will be re- 
duced by 26, although Celsol-McGuIro 
plans more two-bedroom units and fewer 
one-bedroom units than Campanelll did. 


The central and south portions of the 


site will be bought by 3H Builders. The 
firm proposes reducing the number of 
unite in Its section by 101, and also de- 
creasing the number of three-bedroom 
units by 120.

Watershed Plan 
To Begin At 
Busse Preserve 


Construction work for a flood control 


structure in the Busse Woods Forest Pre- 
serve can begin immediately, using state 
funds for the work. The structure is part 
of the Upper Salt Creek Watershed Pro- 
gram which Gov. Richard Ogllvle or- 
dered implemented immediately in an 
announcement made lost month. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service decided work, "can proceed for 
the Busso Woods structure without Jeop- 
ardizing the program." 


Hamilton made his statement Friday 


evening after a meeting of soil con- 
servation officials with representatives of 
various state and local government 
agencies. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag- 


grcement is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across the creek. The 
largest of these controls, the one in the 
Busso Woods section of the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, would create a 800-ocre 
lake for flood water retention. 


IN MIMEPTEMBER. the agreement 


was sent to the soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget. If the Congress ap- 
proves the conservation service's fiscal 
1974 budget, construction could have be- 
bun In July, 1973. 


On Sept 19, Gov. Ogllvle announced 


that the state would not wait for federal 
funds, but would expand the project and 
proceed immediately. 


The governor's announcement was 


made after suburban areas along the 
creek had suffered heavy flood damages. 


When the governor made his announce- 


ment, Hamilton sold that the soil con- 
servation service would have to approve 
any work the state planned to do. If the 
state's plans would hinder obtaining 
approval of federal funds, Hamilton said 
the state would not bo permitted to start 
work on the project 


THE CONSERVATION service's deci- 


sion permitting work to begin, "means 
we will get a head start on the project," 
said Hamilton. 


The first step in construction work will 


be the completion of necessary engineer- 
ing drawings. These will be done by the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, in cooper- 
ation with the federal conservation ser- 
vice. 


After the engineering drawings are 


completed, the conservation service, 
"saw no reason, if state funds become 
available, for earth moving not to be- 
gin," said Hamilton. 


Hamilton sold John Guillou, head of 


the state division of waterways, "assured 
me state funds were available in a gov- 
ernor's1 emergency fund." 


With the approval to proceed imme- 


diately, Hamilton said the project was, 
"speeded up by at least a year, possibly 
longer. If things go well, the project 
cuuld be completed before 1980." 


THE PROJECT had called for a com- 


pletion date of 1982. 


Hamilton said that local officials must 


now, "push hard on Congress to get the 
project authorized, the earlier the bet- 
ter." He said there will also be an effort 
made to'get more federal funding 
originally had been asked for.

Responsibility for 26 illegal sewer con- 


nections in the Timbercrest subdivision 
was laid squarely with the Schaumburg 
Building Department Friday by candi- 
dates for and employes in the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago 
(MSD). 


The 26 connections wre from catch ba- 


sins in garages, which drained storm wa- 
ter Into sanitary sewers. The set up 
causes raw sewage backups in homes 
and streets, said Ayoub Y. Talhami, 
MSD supervising engineer, local sewer 
systems section. 


The basins should have drained into 


storm sewers, and village inspectors 
were responsible for that part of the sys- 
tem, said Talhami. MSD inspectors have 
jurisdiction over the main system, 
home system construction of connections, 
said Tulhami. 


Talhami spoke at a candidates and in- 


formation night sponsored by the Tim- 
bercrest Homeowners Association. Also 
attending were Richard Lanyon, super- 
vising engineer of the MSD flood control 
section; Joan G. Anderson, Republican

bercrest. 
The corrections were to have been 


made by Oct 1, but the village wrote in 
September that some homeowners were 
denying access to Morwell to make the 
corrections, said Talhami. The extension 
was granted to Nov. 18. 


The homeowners explained the agree- 


ment they were asked to sign granting 
access Included a clause absolving Mor- 
well of any responsibility, should the cor- 
rective action be ineffective. 


THEY ALSO SATO the system pro- 


posed by Morwell and approved by the 
village is not workable. 


Talhami said the MSD cannot work 


directly with a builder, but only with a 
village. "Dealings with a builder must be 
done by the village," he said. 


After the homeowners voiced com- 


plaints about street flooding "up to the 
top of cars" and sewer manholes "flying 
up three feet" because of excess pres- 
sure, Talhami commented on the general 
terrain. 
"This entire area 10 years ago was 


farmland. This portion by the school is 
flood plain area," said Talhami. The 
land was built up with fill to install 
roads, he said. Such matters as drainage 
and flood plains are not MSD Jurisdic- 
tion, but "are in the Jurisdiction of local 
government," he said. ,l 


ASKING "WOULD IT not be proper for 


the MSD to flex its muscles with commu- 
nities who want a lot of development 
quick," one association member sug- 
gested the district deny sewer connection 
permits for future developments In 
Schaumburg until all violations are cor- 
rected. 


Eiserman responded that the village is 


the permittee in development, and the 
MSD can only require for construction on 
flood plains the necessary retention be 
provided and installations meet the spec- 
ifications of sewer permit ordinances. If 
those conditions are met, "we have to 
accept then- flow," said Eiserman.

enclosed samples of anti-evolution liter- 
ature from both tho Creation Research 
Center in San Diego, as well as tho Bible- 
Science Association, of Caldwcll, Idaho. 


If these organizations appear obscure, 


there am such major bodies as the Lu- 
theran Church-Missouri Synod (2.0 mil- 
lion members) most of whose Incumbent 
national leadership appean strongly op- 
posed to tho theory of evolution. 


During last winter's meeting of tho 


American Association for Tho Advance- 
ment of Science (AAAS) a Dr. John 
Moore, of Michigan State University, told 
an organization called-the Society For 
Tho Study of Evolution that Darwin's 
theory Is "incredible" and "illogical." 
Ho based this conclusion among other 
reasons upon what ho reported as a 
chromosome count in frogs. 


BUT WHAT MAY be the opening gun 


in a national anti-evolution campaign has 
been fired by the otherwise intelligent 
and Invariably affable religion editor of 
The Washington Evening Star and Daily 
News. 


William ("Willowy Bill") Wllloughby 


has filed a federal court suit naming as 
defendants both tho Biological Sciences 
Curriculum Study, of the University of 
Colorado; as well as the National Science 
Foundation, of tho U.S. Government. 


In a column devoted to an apologia for 


his notable litigation, religion editor Will- 
oughby has sensibly (If not too con- 
vincingly) disassociated himself from all 
such as tho late William Jennings Bryan 
&Co. 


Ho opens his explanatory column by 


noting, pointedly, that he has actually 
read Charles Darwin's "Origin of Spe- 
cies" —which he docs not want banned 
from any classroom. 


What ho wants, ho writes, Is "fair play 
... by including a theory ( of creation) 
that is Just as plausible as the evolution 
theory." For: "government money is In 
fact sponsoring and disseminating a 
world view highly Inimical to my reli- 
gious and academic views." 


If Willoughby's suit Is not promptly 


dismissed by the court, devout Christian 
Scientists should be able to avail'them- 
selves of a legal field day. They can be- 
gin litigation to compel an equivalent 


governmental financing of training of 
Christian Science practitioners as is pre- 
sently provided by tax subsidies for state 
medical schools. 


Tho Latter Day Saints (Mormons) can 


then sue to requlro that all history books 
provide space for mention of Jesus 
Christ's alleged visit to North America. 
The Jehovah's Witnesses can file for 
equal time in all school health courses 
and medical schools in order to Issue ap- 
propriate denunciations of blood trans- 
fusions. 


IN BOULDER, COLO., Dr. William 


Mayer, director of the Biological Scien- 
ces Curicculum Study which is being 
sued by Wllloughby, notes that the law- 
suit charges "a deliberate excising of the 
creation theory from the body of scien- 
tific knowledge." 


Comments Dr. Mayer: "Such a theory 


has nqvcr bee In the body of scientific 
knowledge! In fact, when I ask such 
people about what hypothesis, data and 
experimentation has led to this 'theory,' 
I get either silence, or the idea of an 
infallible book. This is a cute way to sell 
their own textbooks, which they are pub- 
lishing out In San Diego." 


"All material relating to evolution in 


our books is clearly labeled as a theory," 
said Dr. Mayer, "But if these people 
ever get in a position where they can 
dictate school texts, I shall fully expect a 
demand for square globes in all class- 
rooms!" 


Stanford University's Dr. Paul Kurd, 


professor emeritus of education, whose 
specialty is scientific education, com- 
ments: 


"While Darwin's theory is the best we 


have to date, this could change tomor- 
row. But in 25 yean, I have never seen a 
textbook which contends that the theory 
of evolution is incontrovertible fact And 
while I go over some 40 professional 
Journals a month, I have yet to hear of 
any responsible or well established scien- 
tific organization even proposing a dis- 
cussion of evolution's alleged Implauslbll-

In Position To Be Watch Dog 


John P. Kelley 


.John P. Kelley is a big robusk man 


who physically fits the image of the ojd 
time Irish politician. Hie father of eigty 
children, with five now in their teens, he 
looks at his flock and sees reasons to be 
in politics. 


But, his warm nature and self-labeled 


liberalism dlspells part of the image his 
person projects... and at the same time 
his liberalism has its limitations too. 


Kellcy, a Schaumburg resident, is an 


attorney and a certified public accoun- 
tant who said his education and training 
has brought him to "a point in life where 
I decided to take a crack at elective of- 
fice Itself." 


His choice to run as state representa- 


tive from the new 3rd District follows 
more than a decade of activity with 
Schaumburg 
Township's 
Democratic 


Party Organization. 


HE'S MOTIVATED TO run by what he 


termed an "apparent lick of integrity on 
the part of elected and appointed offi- 
cials and its effect on people as a 
whole." 


Ho pointed to the current indictment 


against former Gov. Otto Kerner'as a 
great personal disappointment, then 
added he sees no lack of integrity among 
candidates or officials in the 3rd District. 


Kelley said his auditing experience 


Kelley is generally in 
agreement with abortion 


laws in Illinois. 


puts him in a good position to act as a 
watch dog preventing incidents like the 
extensive spending on' a mansion for 
Southern Illinois University's president 
The discovery of $1 million in unpro- 
cessed checks held by the state's Depart- 
ment of Revenues is example of another 
incident Kelley believes he can prevent. 


LIKE EVERYONE else, flooding prob- 


lems bother Kelley. 


"One thing that bothers me most of 


all," he said, "by continuing to develop 
vacant land we may be putting the cost 
of solutions beyond our control." 


The solution, he adds, is to develop 


flood plains as parks while they're still 
undeveloped. 


Local government is closer to the 


people and to the solution of any prob- 
lem, Kelley said. But, if local govern- 
ment doesn't do the job needed on flood- 
ing, the state and federal government 
will take over ... and they'll take over 
on zoning and building ordinances too, he 
added. 


To motivate local government to do 


its Job he would support legislation 
enabling the state's attorney general to 
take action against developers because 
the problem crosses village lines. 


ABOUT LOW AND moderate-income 


bousing coming to the 3rd District, Kel- 
ley said he recognizes the need for those 
who want to work here but can't afford 
to live here. 


He believes there's a place for low and 


moderate-Income housing here to give 
people exposure to "the better things 
that prevail in suburban schools, subur- 
ban supermarkets with their lower 
prices. But, it must be done "without de- 
stroying the whole fabric (of the commu- 
nity)," He also emphasized any action 


"has to consider the effect of the people 
already here." The balancing decision on. 
low and moderate-income housing will 
probably be,settled in the courts regard- 
less of what advance action is taken, 
said Kelley. Ho is content to let the 
courts handle the matter. 


AMONG KELLEY'S activities is his 


position as a lay member of the board of 
education at St Viator High School in 
Arlington Heights. 


If elected to state office he'd resign his. 


position to avoid conflict of interest when 
he supports parochiald legislation, he 
said. 


It would cost the tax payers in High 


School District 211 and 214 an additional 
$1.2 million annually to take on the stu- 
dents from St. Viator, should the school 
ever close, he said. 


If parents paying tuition at S£ Viator's 


were given a $200 annual tax break for 
each student they're sending to the 
school, the tax payers in Districts 211 
and 214 would still be $1 million ahead, 
he added. 


Beyond economics, he favors paro- 


chlaid philosophically, too. He said we're 
living in a pluralistic society that 
shouldn't stress an obligation to mold 
children into "identical tin soldiers." 
• "WE NO LONGER find a need to 
bleach the black man," he said, adding, 
"there arc black study programs. He 
doesn't have to revere the same colonial 
heros." 


Kelley added he'd work to allow public 


funds be used to do the same thing for 
parochial school within the frame work 
of existing laws. 


"If it (parochiald) comes, St. Viator's 


should be required to open its books to 
the state. The school should-have to ad- 


here to government standards and ac- 
counting practices," be added. 


Kelley is generally in agreement with 


.current abortion law in Illinois and 
stressed his "great sanction for human 
life." • 


Before condescending to any liber- 


alization of abortion law he'd have to be 
certain it is aimed at protecting the 
pregnant woman's health and accounts 
|or the baby's life starting earlier than 
birth. 


"I'd'prefer not to pinpoint flat," he 


said, when asked at what point he be- 
lieves a baby's life begins. 


Asked about the Chicago Transit Au- 


thority, Kelley said it. is the responsi- 
bility of the City of Chicago, but obvious- 
ly has repercussions in suburban Cook 
County. 


' 
"I'll be in favor of giving MFT (motor 


fuel tax) funds to the CTA," he said, ad- 
ding his disappointment in the devel- 
opment of roads and highways. 


To accommodate transportation needs 


he'd advocate a six county mass trans- 
portation district approved by referen- 
dum with provisions for public veto of 
how much money can be' spent 


He feels communities close to O'Hare 


like Des Plaines and Bensenville 'should 
.have a roll in controlling the airport 


Township government should be abo- 


lished because it doesn't serve a purpose 
except over a few square miles, he said. 
He believes the social services it pro- 
vides can be allocated elsewhere. 


"The conflicts overwhelm thexbene- 


fits," he added. 


Kelley also recognizes the need for a 


judicial review board, "Hell, you'can get 
Charley Manson elected," he said of the 
present system.

"I felt ill voting for it," she said. "But 


it was better than nothing, I guess." 


Mrs. Chapman, who has been In the 


state House of Representatives for four 
terms, knows that reform in any matter 
doesn't come"all at once. In the caso of 
the educational region "reform," the for- 
mer 102 regions were cut to 80 regions. 


"The state should have a half dozen 


such regions," Mrs. Chapman said. 
And Mrs. Chapman should know. She's 
her party's spokesman on legislation af- 
fecting education. 


"EDUCATION IS my first responsi- 


bility," she said. Mrs. Chapman, a for- 
mer teacher, was a member of the High 
School Dlst 214 Board of Education from 
1S61 to 1964. 


"My second priority is civil rights for 


women, since I'm one of only a few wom- 
en In the House." 


Mrs. Chapman is hopeful that the 


Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution can be ratified during the 
next session of the legislature. She was 
the chief sponsor of the amendment in 
the Hose earlier this year. 


Other of Mrs. Chapman's priorities are 


health and welfare needs and metropoli- 
tan problems,' including water manage- 
ment and zoning laws. 
\ 


"It's Impossible to know 'all about all 


6,300 bills which an introduced each ses- 
sion," (he said. "I serve where I have 
the expertise to do so, and read reports 
and studies all the time." 


Mrs. .Chapman also makes sure 


she has time to help people in her dis- 
trict solve government problems. 


"Not Just philosophical problems, ei- 


ther," she said. "I try to take care of 


individual needs when people ask me for 
help." 


Being accessible to her constituents is 


an important part of the Job, according 
to Mrs. Chapman. She also tries to an- 
swer every letter that is sent to her. 


"This doesn't mean I'm a computer. I 


don't subscribe to the philosophy that 'all 
I have to know is what the people of my 
district want,'" she said. "I respond to 
issues." 


MRS. CHAPMAN would like to see 


more staff provided to legislators Instead 
of more pay. Though she's not sure 
whether or not she'd vote for a raise In 
pay after the November election, she'd 
definitely vote for a housing allowance. 


Honesty in government is a must,, and 


Mrs. Chapman calls the Watergate in- 
cident in which Republicans allegedly 
broke into Democrats offices "just aw- 
ful." 


. "People in public affairs should be 
honest and not even open to questions 
about their honesty,"'she said. 


Cooperation . between 
governmental 


units is becoming more and more neces- 
sary, said Mrs. Chapman. 


"Take the example of the recent flood- 


ing in the suburbs," she said. "It's easy 
to pass the responsibility for this prob- 
lem from one governmental unit to at 
other. Every unit should plan for the 
maximum they can do." ' 
i~ / 


Mrs. Chapman suggests that the state 


make up guidelines and that local gov- 
ernments should manage the "Situation, 
as is done with, many educational prob- ; 
lems. Cooperative arrangements, like the 
special education roop in'the Northwest" 
suburbs, are a feasible means of han- 


dling situations that cross governmental 
boundaries, she said. 


"At the state level, however, water 


management has been a low 'priority 
item, far behind highways and education. 
And this is a problem," said Mrs. Chap- 
man. 


SAVING taxpayer's money by elimi- 


nating worthless offices at all levels of 
government is another major concern of 
Mrs. Chapman. Worthless offices, ac- 
cording to the veteran representative, In- 
clude county school superintendents, 
township school treasurers and township 
government 


"It would be useless to Introduce legis- 


lation to abolish township government, 
however,. because the Republican bloc 
would vote against it," she said. "The 
Republicans are the villains in this 
case.1" 


According to Mrs. Chapman, Cook 


County branch offices 'to include about 
six townships should replace the "arch- 
aic township government."

"The township officials don't have 


enough to do," she said. "Can you imag- 
ine? They're even willing'to handle food 
stamps to try to prove they're worth- 
while."

about a recent experience I had with a 
DOM bleed. 


A few yean ago In New -York I was 


aeen by n heart specialist for rapid heart 
beat The following day I did some un- 
usual things and developed a shaking 
sensation plus chest sweat and blacked 
oat An ambulance took me to the hospi- 
tal They gave me Cedanalld and after 
an electrocardiogram Hydrodluril Quinl- 
dlne and Aldomet I was checked out of 
the hospital the following day. I bad two 
doctors from India work on me and they 
sura went to town. 


A few ireeks ago I went to bed at 10:18 


p.m. Suddenly I felt a pouring like water 
coming from my nose. Putting my finger 
to the hue of the nose, I noted it was 
very dark reddish blood. I went to our 
local emergency ward in the hospital 
The blood actually poured out Cool wash 
cloths were used. 


The nurse supplied a half moon band- 


age and the doctor inserted a flat piece 
of bandaite about 1/16 inch thick and Hi 
inch wida I got two different injections 
and was put to bed with the blood pres- 
sure belrg checked regularly. At entry 
my pressure was over 200, which may 
have been caused by the sudden "party" 
with the bleeding. 


The doctor okayed me and now I take 


things in moderation. What I want to 
know is U this happens again (and I hope 
it won't) is then some sort of treatment 
I can resort to before I can get help? 


Dear Reader — Your nose bleed is 


probably related to high blood pressure. 
Some of the medicines you've listed are 


given for that Keeping your blood pres- 
sure down will help to prevent another 
episode. This is why your doctor has 
asked you to take things easy. Your 
medicines and keeplng.your weight down 
and not overdoing it physically will go a 
long way towards helping you... 


Even with high blood pressure, the rea- 


son bleeding occurs la because of dam- 
age to the blood vessels. You may not be 
able to totally prevent the vessel damage 
but you might-help mlnimbe it by being 
certain that you have a proper diet and 
that you get plenty of vitamin C. 


It sounds to me like you did an right 


with your lost mergency. The most Im- 
portant thing is to stay calm while you're 
getting help. Keep seated upright so that 
you don't strangle on any blood that 
might run down your throat Also that 
keeps the bead above the heart level 
which minimizes the pressure that would 
aggravate bleeding. A cold wet bandage 
over the nose is sometimes helpful 


Pinching shut the end of the nose may 


help If the bleeding is in the tip. But if 
there is lots of blood it may Just run 
down the back of your throat A small, 
cold compress inside the Up of the noso 
will sometimes stop bleeding. Frequently 
with a severe nose bleed though, it will 
be necessary to have a doctor pack the 
nose. With less severe nose bleeds, some 
of them will stop spontaneously, but 
even so in an individual with your past 
history, I think you ought to see a doctor 
if such an episode occurred.

Herald Editorial 
Housing's Up 
To Suburbs 


A crucial and enduring test (or 


the suburbs — the question of low 
and moderate income housing — 
rose again last week and again 
posed both a threat and a promise 
for Northwest suburban commu- 
nities. 


In close succession recently the 


American Civil Liberties Union 
disclosed its plan for widespread 
subsidized housing in the suburbs, 
a federal court ruled the case of 
the St. Viator land housing project 
will indeed have to come to trial, 
and Mayor Robert Tclchcrt of 
Mount Prospect became the latest 
suburban leader to face squarely 
the real questions of housing pro- 
grams for his community. 


In the case of Mayor Tcichert's 


response, his answers represent 


Tclchcrt 


the way we hope the suburbs will 
respond In the future. 


As we have said In this space be- 


fore, the clearest and soundest an- 
swer to the challenge of low and 
moderate income housing Is subur- 
ban leadership which recognizes 
the issues and works to meet them; 
not thwart them. 


Such leadership was exhibited 


last week by Robert Tclchcrt in his 
address to the Board of Trustees of 
Mount Prospect. Tclchcrt, as Vil- 
lage President, sits on a 12-mem- 
bcr panel of suburban mayors who 
collectively are working with the 
Metropolitan Housing Coalition of 
the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities. 


Tcichcrt Is not an avid proponent 


of low and moderate income hous- 
ing and his membership on the 
committee docs not mean he is 
biased in its favor. In fact, Tel- 
chert's conservatism on social is- 
sues often clashes with this news- 
paper's view of government as a 
means for social change. 


But with that aside, Mayor Tel- 


chert has correctly touched the. 
nerve of this issue: The suburbs 
must take action on their own, they 
must respond to low and moderate 
housing needs or they will surely 
face imposed answers from ex- 
perts who will crack suburban 
boundaries with a vengeance. 


Teichcrt's reaction to this is the 


best, and so is his summation. 


"Housing is our nation's greatest 


problem. It will be solved with or 


without our community's help. I 
am hopeful that with our participa- 
tion the solution may be one that is 
not only acceptable but good. In 
my Judgment our participation is 
not only a practical necessity, it is 
a moral obligation." 


Tclchcrt correctly assesses the 


housing situation in the realistic 
terms of the needs of the metro- 
politan area. People ^need housing. 
It will come to us in one of two 
forms; as the planned development 
of the suburbs, or as imposed, 
court ordered housing as developed 
in the inner city. 


One plan which has been sub- 


mitted to the court for approval 
and implementation is the proposal 
made by the American Civil Liber- 
tics Union. In a plan submitted to 
U.S. District Court Judge Richard, 
Austin, the private legal body pro- 
posed that the suburbs be included 
in any metropolitan plan for wide- 
spread low and moderate income 
housing and further, that suburban 
municipalities be allowed 180 days 
to prepare plans for such housing. 
The housing projects are not to 
exceed more than two per cent of 
the suburbs' number of dwelling 
units. 


Should a suburban municipality 


refuse to abide by the court's or- 
der, planning would be done for the 
community at a rate of four per 
cent low and moderate income 
housing per total number of units. 


Called an "opportunity" to plan 


for programmed housing by the 
suburbs, the ACLU's plan is really 
a threat and treats low and moder- 
ate income housing as a punish- 
ment to the suburbs. Plan for it 
yourself and get two per cent, the 
plan says, or fail to plan and some- 
one else will punish you with four 
per cent. 


Such thinking is typical of metro- 


politan planners who regard the 
residents of the suburbs as appen- 
dages to the city and therefore sub- 
ject to the whims of the city. 
Worse, it treats the future resi- 
dents of low income housing proj- 
ects as commodities to be -used as 
the embodiment of a type of rough 
justice which is not really justice 
at all, but a form of revenge. 


No, the answer does not lie in 


those forced plans. The answer is 
with responsible suburban lead- 
ership which sees housing prob- 
lems beyond the boundaries of iso- 
lated suburban communities.

We believe such leadership ex- 


ists In the Northwest suburbs and 
that a new generation of respon- 
sible public officials is at hand. 


For it is not enough for us to 


punch holes-in the urban planners. 
As Robert Teichcrt points out', it is 
up to the suburbs to produce pro- 
grams of their own.

NEW YORK (UP1) - Few people out- 


side the aviation industry paid attention 
to a Sept 27 decision by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. They eventually will, be- 
cause It should make big waves In the 
multi-billion dollar tourism business and 
affect the futures of scheduled and sup- 
plemental air lines. 


The CAB said, in effect, It would per- 


mit experimentally through 1875 the 
chorterng of a portion of or all of a plane 
for 40 or more persons If they applied 
through a charter organizer not con- 
nected with the airlines three months in 
advance. The contract also must Include 
a 25 per cent deposit, refundable only In 
event of a participant's death or illness. 
No longer will you have to be or pretend 
to bo a member of a phony affinity group 
such as the Mystic Knights of the Sea or 
the Lefthonded Banjo Players Associ- 
ation, to enjoy low charter rates. How- 
ever, affinity groups are not ruled out 


CHARTER OPERATORS also no long- 


er will be forced to charge at least 110 
per cent of the scheduled airline'* round 
trip faro. That rule always made impos- 
sible some of the low tour rates Eu- 
ropean* have enjoyed for year* under 
the Inclusive tour charter* ITCs. English- 
men, for Instance, have been offered a 
four-day winter holiday In Majorca for as 
little a* 140. One English tour operator 
listed on FTC package to'Athens for the 
equivalent of $72.80, including jet travel, 
four nights In a hotel and airport trans- 
fers. They could offer such cheap rates 
because they bought up plane seat* and 
hotel accommodations and made money 
on a volume transaction. 


Now stokes in the charter game are so 


high that air lines filed suit* and peti- 
tions moments after the CAB announce- 
ment just to jockey for favorable venue 
sites In case of legal action. 


Some scheduled lines are caught In the 


middle. Pan American, TWA and Ameri- 
can don't really know whether to applaud 
or condemn the CAB. They are In the 
charter business so It could help. It also 
could hurt their scheduled business. 


"The skcds will lose $200-300 million 


this year on the North Atlantic run," 


said one Pan Am spokesman, "we're as- 
sessing an possibilities now." 


So will the Canadian and European air 


lines meeting with U.S. officials in Ot- 
tawa, Canada on Tuesday. No trouble 
overlandlng right* la expected since 
Great Britain ha* tacitly approved the 
new U.S. charter concept, but the official 
seal of approval from all will be solicited 
during the meeting. 


VINCENT DUFFY, vice president for 


corporate marketing at Overseas Nation- 
al Airways, one of the world's largest 
supplemental*, says Europe'* experience 
with booming ITC travel means the CAB 
action will benefit a lot of people — the 
supplemental*, the skeds, Mexico, Carib- 
bean areas and resort business around 
the world. 


According to Duffy, 8.5 million Eu- 


ropeans will travel ITC charters this 
year compared with only 80,000 in the 
United States. 


"We're at least 15 years behind the 


time," sold Duffy. "The intra-Europe 
ITC long ha* been accepted a* the way 
middle and low-Income Europeans vaca- 
tion cheaply in the Mediterranean. We 
could build up the Caribbean the same 
way." 
' 


A McDonnell Douglas Corp. study in- 


dicate* Europe's charter traffic will ex- 
pand about 17 per cent annually through 
1980. Skeds also should do well according 
to passenger autistic* from Spain and 
Germany, two of the largest charter na- 
tions. They showed a 10 per cent annual 
increase in scheduled traffic since the 
mid 1960s. Charter flight* apparently 
whet the appetites for scheduled flying. 


If the new CAB regulations do for the 


United States what ITCs did for Europe, 
10 million Americans will be flying on 
charters each year compared with only 
80,000 this year, according to Juan 
O'Callaban, an economic consultant on 
ITCs. 


That would generate a lot of tourist 


dollars — hotels, air lines, meals, credit 
cards, car rentals, the whole business. 
Small wonder, then, that the new CAB 
regulations are causing a stir in the In- 
dustry. They also should mean lower 


cost* for you, the tourist

Another is the mainte- 
nance of a national clearing house for 
consumer complaints at the association's 
national offices in New York. 


AS AN EXAMPLE of bow it works, a 


homeowner in Ohio had paid a local con- 
tractor $865 to waterproof a leaky base- 
ment The next good rain demonstrated 
that It was still a leaky basement The 
contractor seemed to have little en- 
thusiasm for doing anything about the 
situation, so the homeowner wrote to the 
National Rcmodelcrs Association. 


A staff man there sent the complaint to 


another contractor in the Ohio dry, a 
member of the NRA's local council 
there. Tho contractor inspected the Job 
and reported that, although high-quality 
materials had been used, the basement 
did Indeed still leak. 


An official of the council talked to the 


original contractor. What ho said Is not 
recorded — but the homeowner got a re- 
fund of the full $885. 


"Frankly, we don't have much in the 


way of teeth — yet Our only weapon Is 
persuasion," says the association's exec- 
utive director, Joseph M. Nahay. "But a 
local contractor isn't very comfortable 
when ho meets the other boys if they've 
got a down on him for giving the busi- 
ness a bad name. So persuasion works 
pretty well, with most legitimate and 
conscientious contractors." 


If a local council man can't persuade 


an offending contractor to satisfy a prop- 
erly aggrieved customer, Nahay says, an 
NRA contractor will usually offer to redo 
or complete the work at cost 


THERE'S LITTLE to be done, Nahay 


admits, for the consumer who's been gul- 
led by a fly-by-night contractor whoso 
specialty is-shoddy work or unfinished 
jobs. The only remedy hero, he gays, Is 
preventive selection: "Pick a contractor 
who's established In the community. 
Check his bank references. Ask for the 
name* of some satisfied customers. Get 
two or three estimates. 


"If somebody advertises, or solicits a 


job, with prices that are way out of line 
on the low side, reason should teU you 
that you're going to get short measure on 
cither the materials or the workmanship. 
Or that-you're dealing with a 'balt-and- 
switch1 artist." 


If you've acted on that advice, and you 


havn a grievance against a contractor 
who's still around and available, you can 
address a complaint (It must be in writ- 
ing) to the association at 50 East 42nd 
St., New York, N.Y. 10017.

Cotmtliig noses, overseeing safety com- 


pliance, fining minority employment 
quotas and dealing with the boss's rela- 
tives are all part of the dally grind for 
personnel managers In Northwest Subur- 
ban plants and offices. 


It's the kind of job that could give a 


compulsive perfectionist the willies. You 
see, the typical personnel manager is 
perpetually caught between a rock and a 
hard place: government regulations and 
the expectations of company chiefs. 
Then, of course, tnere are the small 
problems with employes themselves: 
turnover, absenteeism and lack of pro- 
ductivity. 


TRYING TO COPE with this never- 


ending cycle of demands is a little easier 
if a personnel manager doesn't have to 
go it alone. So every couple of months, a 
group of Northwest Suburban people ex- 
perts get together to hash over the latest 
in labor relations developments. The 
most recent session was held this woek 
at Union Oil Co. in Palatine Township. 


The informal sessions are sponsored by 


the Northwest Industrial Council, an or- 
ganization of over 130 companies. Busi- 
nesses ranging from metal fabricating 
and engineering to research and devel- 
opment are represented in the council. 


A few laughs are prompted at the get 


together by one personnel manager's 
claim that he "doesn't give a damn" 
about some of those confounded govern- 
ment regulations. After all, he claims, 
there simply Isn't enough time in a per- 
son's life to be Inspected for everything 
the government tries to regulate. 


But mostly the talk is serious, as some 


two dozen experts In labor relations try 
to unravel personnel problems. The sub- 
ject of minority employment quotas is a 


particularly sensitive topic. As the dis- 
cussion turns to specific problems ("We 
can draw black factory workers'but we 
just can't seem to get them for office 
work") they lean forward and head into 
a two-hour long give-and-take session. 


EACH PERSON HERE has a story to 


tell of defeats and victories In the paper- 
work battle or on the safety regulations 
scene. Sitting around a U-shaped table, 
they start taking notes, asking questions 
and trading tales of government in- 
spections. 


"We've just had a talk with NIOSH," 


says one personnel man. "They're port 
of HEW, but they're actually covered un- 
der OSHA," he says with ease. A few of 
the men shift uneasily, then write down 
the unfamiliar initials of the National In- 
stitute of Occupational Safety and 
Health. 


The problem of filling a minority work- 


er quota is often solved by hiring aliens, 
hopefully legal residents of the United 
States. It is disclosed that Illegal entry 
papers have been purchased by some 
area workers. 


The stiff penalties for hiring Illegal 


aliens are a problem for some personnel 
men. 


"We've been raided by the immigration 


authorities twice," says one manager. 
"We tost five good welders that way." 


Then there are technical aspects of mi- 


nority hiring. Do Indians other than 
American Indians count as minority per- 
sonnel? How .about a black worker 
adopted by a white family? When a com- 
pany has to fill government enforced 
quotas, "WASPS (white Anglo-Saxon 
Protestants) are dead" is the general 
consensus.

Judge Enjoins Agency From 
Using Word 'Girl!' In Ads 


U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 


Marovitz recently enjoined a' Chicago 
employment agency from using the 
terms "girl" or "young girl" in its help 
wanted advertising. 


The case was filed by the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Labor against Career Coun- 
sellors International, Inc. under the pro- 
visions of the Age Discrimination in Em- 
ployment Act of 19C7. 


Marovitz entered findings of fact and 


conclusions of law pursuant to stipulation 
of the parties in which the court found 
that defendant's use of the term "girl" in 
the context of a help wanted ad, in- 
dicated a preference for young persons 


of the female sex. 


In the first ruling of its kind, Marovitz 


quoted two Northwestern University pro- 
fessors whose opinion it was that the 
word "girl" meant "young." 


Dr. Bergen Evans, author, said all sig- 


nificant dictionaries of contemporary 
English and all serious uses of the word 
"girl" support its most general, oldest, 
non-obsolete meaning, viz: a female 
child, or a young, unmarried woman. 


Frank Cassell, professor of individual 


relations in the graduate school of man- 
agement at the university, said "girl" in 
the context of a help wanted ad, refers to 
a young person of the female sex. 


programs with local high schools. Once a 
young Spanish-speaking production work- 
er is hired to work part-time, she'll be 
likely to stay on with the company. 


Transportation is a problem, if the mi- 


nority workers are from Chicago. Com- 
pany bus service is expensive. Car pools 
have their pitfalls, too. "Car pools kill 
us, especially on Monday," complains 
one manager. 


Relatives are a real thorn In the side of 


some personnel people. What does this 
expert In hiring do when the boss wants 
his son on the summer work force and 
the firm has a no-relatives policy? He 
hires the boss's son, of course. 


"You have a real problem when you 


have a man supervising his wife," adds 
one of the participants. "And how can 
you hire one worker's daughter and not 
another's son, when there are just so 
many jobs to go around?" What if the 
company has a no-relatives policy and a 
minority worker wonts the company to 
hie his nephew? "You're a dead cookie" 
if this policy is not stated in writing, 
odds a man who,sounds as though he's 
been through it all'. 


Too much of a good thing, con turn 


sour on the personnel department Ex- 
clusively hiring young minority group 
workers, for example, can lead to 
charges of age discrimination. 


MOVING ON TO'another topic, one 


relatively carefree personnel man told 
how a switch to a four-day work week 
boosted productivity at his plant Anoth- 
er manager countered that the four-day 
week is not the answer for every com- 
pany's problems. 


For one thing, office workers generally 


must maintain a five-day week In order 
to keep commitments with other firms. 
At another plant, workers objected to a 
revised, 10-hour-a-day four days a week 
schedule. It seems that they worked two 
hours a day overtime, and the change-

most agreed. In fact, they'd like to see a 
little of this foresight Incorporated Into 
the municipal's and federal service oper- 
ations. After nil, Is It really asking too 
much for mall sent from Chicago to 
reach a Northwest suburban plant in less 
than 14 days? 


Talking about these and other profc 


lems Is not only comforting, it's also 
helpful. According to Robert Tomczak, 
chairman of the labor relations group, 
"Often, many companies share the same 
problems," He is personnel manager at 
Precision Extrusions in Bensenville. 
"What we like to do is to meet every two 
months, keep it Informal and give every- 
one a chance to tell his opinions.

"Remember, If it goes over, It floats." 
With that bit of advice, Clifford Lever, 


enco climbed Into a kayak (with his llfo 
preserver on backwards) with an OJlbous 
Indian from Canada and began to paddle 
two miles down the Fox River at Elgin. 


Lcvorcnce is the Democratic candidate 


for the Illinois Senate from tho Second 
Legislative District Ho took the kayak 
trip down the river Friday to dramatize 
pollution In the river — and to get what 
ho hopes will be a healthy chunk of pub- 
licity.

Press releases explained Leveronco 


would bo going down tho river with Fred 
Copcncs, an OJlbous Indian who has par- 
ticipated In similar stunts in his native 
Canada. And the Indian was to be hi full 
Indian regalia yet. Well, maybo tho 
OJlbous costume Is a pair of yellow wash 
pants with an orango shirt, topped off 
with a leather vest and a beaded head- 
band. 


NEWSMEN HAD moro trouble than 


Lovcrcnco and his Indian friend hi get- 
ting underway. Two girls seemed rather 
startled when a half-dozen cars pulled 
into their yard near tho river. No, they 
told the media, they never heard of ci- 
ther Lcvcrcnco or his kayak. 


Finally, the candidate was found. The 


kayak was being put together, and every- 
one was ready to go. But Lcvercncc, In- 
dian, and fragile-looking craft were al- 
ready a distance downstream before a 
power boot loaded with reporters and 
photographers could get free of a sand- 
bar. 


The rest of tho trip was rougher for 


press than politician. The.power boat 
skipper tore madly through the rough, 
murky waters, .spray drenching the pas- 
sengers In an unwanted shower. Lever- 
ence stayed close to shore, taking water 
samples and Joking. 


"What a sacrifice 
for my con- 


stituents," he laughed.•' 


The press didn't laugh. 
Finally, the adventure came to an end. 


The power boat docked at the Elgin Ma- 
rine Club, and the somewhat battered 
"press corps jumped out. Leverence dock- 
ed, holding up a jar of Fox River water 
for everyone to see, especially the photo- 
graphers. 


Next, a press conference. We'll prob- 


ably never know how many of the news- 
men came to see,lf Leverence would fall 
In tho river, or how many stayed for the 
conference because the booze was free. 


The show continued. Leverence in- 


troduced his attorney, Judson Baugh. 


THE LAYWER WAS there because Le> 


verence was to sign a lawsuit he'is filing 
against the State of Wisconsin. He con- 
tends that our neighbor to the north Is 
responsible for tho pollution in the Fox 
River. 


To support the suit, which Is to be filed 


today In Federal District Court, Lever- 
ence has water samples taken hi Canada, 
on the Illinois-Wisconsin border and, of 
course, at Elgin. Ho says the wa- 
ter is more and more polluted the farther 
downstream he goes. 


But If Wisconsin — Racine and Ke- 


nosha. Counties In particular — is to 
blame, why Is the water more polluted at 
Elgin than at tho stato border? Lever- 
ence 'agrees that Illinois is not. without 
fault. In fact, ho said he would' file suit 
against polluters hi his own district — 
but with tho election only weeks away, 
he probably won't get tho chance before 
that. Wisconsin comes first, and he said 
ho would carry through with the suit, 
even If he isn't elected. 


"I wUl replace rhetoric with action," 


ho said rhetorically.

Flowers, I'll never know," said Diane as 
she explained how nimble fingers can 
produce a fair replica of enameled metal 
flowers in a much less expensive way. A 
brand new craft, the petal patterns for 
these paper flowers have only been on 
shop shelves the past few weeks. The use 
of gold leafing on petal backs, and subtly 
outlinglng petal edges, is the secret that 
Imparts a metallic look to iris, zinnia or 
violet.

The medieval art of quilling, is enjoy- 


ing a widespread revival, according to 
Mrs. Ahlgrim. Using cotton filler paper, 
she rolls 8-inch width strips, then glues 
them into basic designs or creates her 
own patterns to produce butterflies, reli- 


' gious symbols, decorations for wedding 


invitations, even Christmas ornaments 
with the addition of spray. 


TO "TELL A BIG story in a very 


small space," Diane turns to miniature 
rooms. Whether vignette type, four 
inches deep, or true miniatures, eight 
inches deep, Diane's "room in a box," 
thoroughly researched In advance for au- 
thenticity, always creates the feeling of 
having Just stepped in — or out — of it. 


The hinged wooden box with glass 


front may be purchased in craft shops 
and finished by the craft artist. Floors, 
ceilings, back and side walls may be con- 
structed from illustration board. All fur- 
nishings are constructed exactly to a 
scale of one inch to one foot, and balsa 
wood is the material most commonly 
used. 


Many tiny objects may be incorporated 


into a room. To the imaginative eye, the 
top of a toothpaste tube becomes a fluted 
lampshade, a piece of an old leather wal- 
let is transformed into a leather-bound 
volume of yesteryear, corrugated board 
becomes fireplace bricks or stone steps.

Paper tole, or vuc d'optiquo, Is another 


craft at which Diane is remarkably 
proficient. "Tolo involves both cutting 
and sculpture," stated Diane. "Too often 
the sculpture part is overlooked. All pat- 
tern pieces must bo contoured. Nothing 
is flat in nature." 


Tipping off the audience on how to im- 


prove their paper tole technique, she ad- 
vised them to use an unused curved 
manicure scissors or a decoupage scis- 
sors, holding them with the first and 
fourth fingers, and always moving the 
paper Into the scissors, not the scissors 
into the paper. The finished picture is a 
build-up of glued layers of paper to pro- 
duce a three-dimensional effect. 


MRS. AHLGRIM HAS a host of delight- 


fully odd friends called "Apple People" 
who draw smiles from all who view 
them. Their heads evolved from Golden 
Delicious apples, treated and dried over 
a period of at least a month, their fea- 
tures painstakingly coaxed Into their fi- 
nal expression. Teeth of pearled rice or 
toothpick bits, eyes of colored pin heads, 
hands of apple quarters and an Imagina- 
tive costume complete the capricious 
characters. 


Most recent craft to capture Diane's 


fancy is creating pictures from broken 
fragments of stained glass. Her broken 
glass ship sails on a blue glass ocean; 
her glass butterflies and flowers sparkle 
with reflected light. 


One particularly striking piece Is a 


glass Christmas tree made of broken 
bottle glass glued to a triangular glass 
backing, the finished piece set upright on 
a stand and backed by the flickering 
light of a candle. 


ANOTHER CHIRSTMAS idea dis- 


played by Diane was a Christmas tree 
made of, costume jewelry and beads 
within an outline of gold braiding against 
a green felt-covered board. The unique 
feature about it was that Diane had In- 
corporated about three dozen tiny Italian • 
lights into the tree, with cord and plug 
concealed behind the board.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Henry Fonda 


put to rest the angry rumor that hedis-. • 
approves of daughter Jane's behavior or 
the life-style of aon Peter. 


To the contrary. He is proud of them 


both. He loves them. 


At Uie same time it never occurred to 


Henry that he would be the founding fa- 
ther of what may eventually become an 
acting family dynasty. 


"I'm 
proud of. both their accom- 


plishments," said Henry, sunning himself 
during a long lunch break at Goldwyn 
studios. "I was ticketed to death when 
Jane won the Oscar this year. She de- 
served it. 


"She was concerned that politics might 


keep her from winning. But I told her to 
forget it. She was clearly the best ac- 
tress in the running. Peter is very ex- 
cited about his own new production, 
'Idnho Transfer.1 So am I. 


"I KNEW JANE was a good actress 


before she committed herself to acting. 
She did two plays with me — on Cape 
Cod and in Omaha. Her first movie, 'Tall 
Story,' was nothing you'd put in a time 
capsule. But she kept Improving, surviv- 
ing more bad films than most actresses 
do in a lifetime." 


Fonda doesn't look his 67 years. There 


is a Gary Cooper-like charm and self- 
consciousness about him. 


He is generally given to under- 


statement, rare in-an actor. He is ill at 
ease when discussing himself. But be will 
when pushed. 
• "I didn't want to be an actor," he said. 
"I was painfully aware of being well, shy 
isn't quite the word. Maybe introverted. 
Still am. I bate to go to big parties. I 
have no small talk. 


"My acting probably reflects this. I 


perform as naturally as I can. I won't 
call it underplaying. I'm careful not to 
overplay. If I ever made a rule for my- 
self it is: 'Don't ever let them catch you 
acting.' 


"Dorothy Brando — Marlon's mother 


— pushed me into acting in Omaha. They 
cast me as a juvenile in a local play 
when I dropped out of the University of 
Minnesota where I was studying Journal- 
ism. 
/ 


"I DIDN'T KNOW what I was getting 


into. But acting became therapy for me. 
I'm not self-conscious when I'm playing 
a character. I can walk on stage before 
an audience of 8,000 — and I have — and 
not be uptight. But I'm terrified about 
being myself and entering a roomhwith 
eight strangers. 


"As long as I can play someone else I 


feel confident." 


Fonda brushed aside the possibility of 


doing a movie with his offspring. He said 
it would only be a gimmick.

NEW YORK (NEA) - It is autumn, 


the mellow time of year, when leaves 
turn many-hued, and wind picks up a 
nice nip and massive linemen crash into 
each other like furious rhinoceroses. 


Wo have come to accept all this as in- 


eluctable life. Thus we have glorified 
football in this country. We have placed • 
it on a pedestal by the lever of sym- 
bolism. We have become convinced that 
it mirrors our violent times, is a meta- 
phor for war and is evidence of man's 
genetic fate. 


"I think the nature of man is to be 


aggressive and football is a violent 
game," said Vlnco Lombard!, the exalted 
late professional football coach. 


Such amateur psychology has been 


part of the campaign, wittingly or other- 
wise, to excuse and ratlonallie the bru- 
tality of football. Lombardl's quote was 
taken from the book, "The Pint 50 
Yean: A Celebration of the National 
Football League In Its 50th Season." It 
was produced by the NFL. 


The book, a typical football celebration 


of violence, quotes Konrad Loronz, au- 
thor of "On Aggression": "There is, in 
the modern community no legitimate 
outlet for aggressive behavior . . . (So) 
the main function of sport today lies in 
the cathartic discharge of aggressive 
urge." 


Lately, it has been taken for granted 


that man is naturally pretty beastly and 
that in those rare instances when he is 
not pommeling his fellow man (or wish- 
Ing to), it is only because be has momen- 
tarily been diverted by someUng equally 
primitive, such as sex or food or bowels. 


Now so, says Alexander Alland Jr., as- 


sociate professor of anthropology at Co- 
lumbia University, -in his recently pub- 
lished book, "The Human Imperative." 
. 


He flatly, rejects biological determin- 


ism and with It the theory that man' in-' 
herently thirsts for mayhem. He .does not 
of coarse, deny that man to capable of 
aggressive responses but believes they 
are learned — like extending a pinky 
when drinking — and not Instinctive. 


Alland's work with Isolated African 


tribes such as the Abron and Semai pro- 
vides him'With his evidence. When a 


Semai is angry, for instance, he will 
throw his own property around much like 
a linebacker flinging his bulk on a quar- 
terback. But the Semai is careful not to 
hurt anyone. "Even so, such behavior is 
frowned upon," writes Alland, "because 
it scares people." 


Alland does not deny that violence is 


rampant nowadays. But he rejects theo- 
ries that man is naturally warlike, thus 
needing violent games to mirror and 
reinforce the brutality of our world. 
Where one anthropologist called man the 
"weapon maker," Alland calls him the 
"symbol maker." "It is the symbolic 
process which allows man to first think 
of and then create tools, among them 
weapons," he writes. 


If man will look at his social processes 


and the development of his individual 
personalities, then the' "needs" for war 
and aggression — in modern times most 
usually caused by politioeconomic fac- 
tors — will dissolve, Alland argues. 


Finally, he disputes football theorists 


like Paul Brown who say that football Is 
a healthful release of our aggressions. 
Brown says in "The First 50 Yean," 


"I've known women who thought football 
was worthless and brutal. But they just 
don't understand the nature of the male. 
.. The fact is that young men enjoy (the 
big collisions). Nothing is going to stop 
It If we coold just have a Super Bowl 
between Russia and the United States, 
Instead of all those tanks and ballistic 
missiles, things would be a lot better." 


Alland: "It has been suggested that 


play can be substituted for war through 
the 
instituionalization of aggressive 


games. Such a solution is likely to be 
unsuccessful 


"Games may, in fact, be used as an 


Institutionalized means of preparing men 
for war (Gen. Douglas MacArthur said 
precisely that). There is no evidence that 
game playing lowers aggression in itself. 
In fact,, there is contrary evidence. Par- 
ticipants and spectators of violent sports 
may feel a surge of aggression in them- 
selves as a result of direct stimulation. 


"The belief that one can offer psy- 


chological cures for social problems is a 
delusion; perhaps it even diverts-atten- 
tion from the real causes'of war." •

Construction work for.a flood control 


structure in tho Busse Woods Forest Pre- 
serve can begin immediately, using state 
funds for the work. The structure is part 
of tho Upper Salt Creek Watershed Pro- 
gram which Gov. Richard Ogilvle or- 
dered implemented immediately in an 
announcement made last month. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service decided work, "can proceed for 
the Busse Woods structure without jeop- 
ardizing the program." 


Hamilton made his statement,Friday 


evening after a meeting of soil con- 
servation officials with representatives of 
various stale and local government 
agencies. 


Tho Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag- 


grcemcnt Is a 128.5 million project to 
build flood controls across the creek. The 
largest ot these controls, tho one to the 
Busse Woods section of the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, would create a 600-ocre 
lake for flood water retention. 


IN MID-SEPTEMBER, tho agreement 


was sent to tho soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget If tho Congress ap- 
proves the conservation service's fiscal 
1S74 budget, construction could have be- 


bun in July, 1973. 


On Sept. 19, Gov. Ogilvie announced 


that the state would not wait for federal 
funds, but would expand tho project and 
proceed immediately. 


The governor's announcement was 


made after suburban areas along the 
creek had suffered heavy flood damages. 


When the governor made his announce- 


ment, Hamilton said that the soil con- 
servation service would have to approve 
any work the state planned to do. If the 
state's plans would hinder obtaining 
approval of federal funds, Hamilton said 
the state would not be permitted to start 
work on the project. 


THE CONSERVATION service's deci- 


sion permitting work to begin, "means 
we will get a head start on the project," 
laid Hamilton. 


The first step In construction work will 


be the completion of necessary engineer- 
ing drawings. These will be done by the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, in cooper- 
ation with the federal conservation ser- 
vice. 


After the engineering drawings are 


completed, the conservation service, 
"saw no reason, if state funds become 
available, for earth moving not to be- 
gin," said Hamilton.

This, according to Joanna Velasquez Jr., 
was tho reason that prompted her hus- 
band, Arthur, his father and another 
friend, to establish tho Aztccn Corn 
Products Corp. two years ago. 


And this reason — tho desire to do a 


belter job, to deliver a better product — 
is the reason that has pushed most of the. 
75 minority manufacturers, all exhibitors 
at the third annual All's Fair held at 
Randhurst shopping center In Mount 
Prospect lost weekend, to start their own 
businesses. 


Sponsored and paid for by more than 


30 area human relations groups, 
churches, individuals and corporations, 
the purpose of tho. All's Fair, according 
to Mary Pizzuto, a spokesman for tho 
event, was to give Northwest suburban 
residents an opportunity "to view the 
m u l t i - f a c e t e d talents and accom- 
plishments of the various minority 
groups" that live and work in Chicago. 


PRODUCTS EXHIBITED at tho event 


included everything from Indian jewelry 


to sausage manufactured by a Black- 
American corporation. There was ethnic 
food, painting, leather goods, dresses and 
wood products. There were businesses 
who sell products out of their basements 
as well as corporations who distribute 
their wares over a nine state area. 


The case of tho Aztcca Corp. was rep- 


resentative of the group. Started on a 
part-time basis two years ago, the manu- 
facturing firm, the only Mexican-Ameri- 
can corporation of its kind in this coun- 
try outside of the far west, has grown 
until today tho company has diversified 
into taco shells and taco cooking utensils 
as well as tortillas. Because of the con- 
tinued growth, a year ago, Velasquez Jr. 
decided to guit his job at Cafe La Marga- 
rita and administer the company on a 
full-time basis, although the two other 
partners continued to work full-time in 
other businesses. 


The quality of starting small and grow- 


ing applied to many of the minority busi- 
nesses. The companies usually started in 
tho home at first and then, if successful, 


were expanded from there. 


THE MAIN THING most of the busi- 


nesses ore looking for now is an outlet 
outside of their own communities so that 
their products can be sold in the suburbs 
as well as the city.

Teachers in High School Dist. 214 will' 


vote this week on a 1972-73 salary, con- 
tract whether their representatives reach 
agreement with the board or not 


On Sunday afternoon, representatives 


for the board and Dist 214 Education As- 
sociation were trying to set up a final 
negotiations meeting for last night, but 
board chairman Richard Bachhuber said 
he was not optimistic that it could be 
arranged.

The two sides met Saturday for several 


hours, but could not reach an agreement. 
Richard Chierico, chairman of the asso- 
ciation bargaining team said teachers 
will be asked to vote Friday whether to 
accept the board's final offer if agree- 
ment could not be reached. 


The two sides resumed talks last week 


for the first time since May after a re- 
port was submitted by a professional 
fact-finder recommending terms of a set- 
tlement. 


Under the negotiations procedure being 


followed by'the district, the two sides 
had until Sunday to reach agreement and 
then proposals bad to be submitted-to 
both the board and teachers for a vote. 


Chierico said the association leaders 


will submit a ballot to the teachers out- 
lining the fact-finder's recommendation, 
the last offer from the board and the last 
offer from the association. 
. 


That way, he said, "We will be able to 


tell bow the teachers feel about the vari- 
ous offers if they vote to turn down a 
settlement" 


Of the issues which remain unsettled, 


Chierico said, the key one is salary. On 
that issue, he said, "We are not that far 
apart, but there are some philosophical 
differences. The board wants to get off 
the index system and the teachers want 
to keep It." 


Under the index system now In use in 


the district, each salary level above the 
base pay is a certain percentage of the 
base pay. Thus, any Increase in base 
moves proportionately up the scale with 
larger raises going to more experienced 
teachers. 


Bachhuber explained the board wants 


to keep a salary schedule to determine 
pay for teachers based on experience 
and education, but does not want each 
step on the schedule related to the base. 


That way, he said, "We would have to 


negotiate salaries step by step each year 
and -if we wanted to adjust part of the 
salary schedule and not other ports we 
could without worrying about 'a fixed 
relationship of each level to the base." 


If the vote by the teachers and the 


board does not end the deadlock,'the 
fact-finders report and final positions of 
both sides will be made public. 


At that point the two sides will have 


exhausted the procedures. available in 
then- contract for resolving an impasse. 
Chierico said, "If we don't settle it, it's 
clear to me that we will have to return to 
the bargaining table." 


The district's teachers are now work- 


• ing under the 1971-72 contract, which was 


automatically, extended when the.two 
sides did not reach agreement by June 
30. The contract contains a no-strike 
clause. 


Voters Are Undecided On

creased "undecided" attitude. 


ASKED WHO THEY favor on the coun- 


ty ticket for state's attorney, 35 per cent 
said they did not know, 37 per cent se- 
lected Republican Bernard Carey, and 23 
per. cent said Democrat Ed Hanrahan 
will get their votes. 


Hoffman said the highest undecided 


voter percentage tabulated came in an- 
swer to the question, "Who would you 
vote for in the 12th Congressional race?" 


Planner: Public Notice 
Practice Should Be Law 


Sending written notices to homeowners 


when adjacent land Is scheduled for 'a 
rezoning hearing has become a courtesy 
extended by the Elk Grove Village 
clerk's office, but Plan Commissioner 
Leah Cummins says the practice should 
be made a formal ordinance. 


Mrs. Cummins said last week the plan 


commission first discussed proposing 
such an ordinance about four months 
ago, but other more pressing matters 
have kept the commission from acting on 
the idea. 


"It is good that the village is currently 


contacting residents about zoning hear- 
ings, but I would like to see it made a 
requirement by ordinance," Mrs. Cum- 
mins said. She added that she thought 
notice should be made by letter, not by 
telephone, and tho developer should pay 
postage, paper and any other cost 


Assistant Village Clerk Fay Bishop 


said,the village has been sending out 
written notices when property, in a resi- 
dential area is to be rezoned. She said 
the notices have become a courtesy of 
the office because it was felt many 
people don't read the legal section of the 
paper or don't receive newspapers. 


Mrs. Bishop added that it has not been 


the custom to contact nearby property 
owners concerning rezoning hearings in 
the industrial district. 


"WE HAVEN'T BEEN contacting own- 


ers of industrial property, because rezon- 
ing in the industrial district really 
doesn't change the character of the 
area," she said. 


In the latest rezoning hearing Oct. 5, 


Mrs. Bishop said 37 notices were sent out 


to residents in houses adjacent to 'or 
across the street from a parcel east of 
Wellington Avenue that is being consid- 
ered for rezoning for a housing project 
for the elderly. She said the developer 
paid the postage to mail the letters, and 
put up a sign with the date of the hearing 
on the property to be rezoned. 


Some other municipalities near Elk 


Grove Village already have ordinances 
requiring developers to contact residents 
hi the area of upcoming rezoning hear- 
ings. 


Both Arlington Heights and Mount 


Prospect ordinances state that property 
owners within a 250-foot radius of a par- 
cel to be rezoned must be contacted in 
regard to the hearing date. 'In Mount 
Prospect, residents within 150 feet of a 
property must be contacted if the 
rezonng is taken to the village board of 
appeals. 


Buffalo Grove Village Cleric Verna 


Clayton said, "When a public hearing is 
held by the plan commission, we require 
that notice be sent to property owners 
within 500 feet of the property'line." She. 
said the developer was required to pro- 
vide the list of property owners but the 
village paid the cost of sending out the 
letters. 


Mrs. Clayton said that for a recent 


public rezoning hearing 253 pieces of 
mail were sent out notifying property 
owners of the hearing date. She said that 
for the mailing, which was unusually 
large, 11 hours of secretarial time was 
needed to prepare the letters. Figuring 
secretarial time at'$4 per hour plus $20 
for postage and $11 in materials, the 
mailing cost $75.

Charge 8 
With Series 
Of Killings 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Eight members of 


a group called tho "Do Mau Mau" gang, 
made up of dishonorably discharged 
Vietnam veterans, were charged Sunday 
In a serlea of nine murders — including 
tho mass killings of two families — one 
from Barrington Hills — which have ter- 
rorized the Chicago area since last 
spring. 


Police said the slayings appeared to be 


racially motivated and the victims pick- 
ed at random by members of the gang, 
former students at Malcom X University, 
a black city university on Chicago's West 
Side. 


Six of the eight, described by Cook 


County Sheriff Richard J. Elrod as "the 
gang leaders and the trlggcrmen," were 
arrested and held in Cook County Jail. 
Two others were sought. 


"WE ARE HOPEFUL we can solve a 


number of other terrible killings In the 
area," Elrod said. 


Ho identified the six arrested as Reu- 


ben Taylor, 23; his brother Donald, 21; 
Michael Clark, 21; Nathaniel Burse, 23; 
Edward Moran Jr., 23; Robert Wilson 18, 
all of Chicago. 


The six were charged with the slayings 


of Paul CorboU, a retired Insurance ex- 
ecutive, his wife, stepdaughter, and sis- 
ter-in-law hi their exclusive Barrington 
Hills estate In the northwest suburban 
area; three members of the Stephen 
Hawtrce family in rural Monee,' 111.; 
Army Spec. S William Rlchter, In High- 
land Park, I1L, and Michael Oerchenson, 
a Southern Illinois University student 
whoso body was found near West Frank- 
fort, HI. All the victims were white. 


CHARLES HURST, president of Mai- 


com X, said members of the gang were 
expelled from the school last spring after 
they had beaten up students and In- 
timidated teachers. 


Hurst said the Mau Mau was formed In 


Vietnam and the men got together when 
they returned, with'dishonorable dis- 
charges to the United States. He said be 
had no Idea how many members were in 
thepmg.'

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Dirt Removal 
At School Site 
To Cost $12,000

There will no longer be a problem with 


the excess dirt on the Washington Irving 
school site In Dlst. 21 — tho taxpayers of 
that district will pay more than $12,000 
for Its removal. 


Tho Dlst. 21 school board said last 


Thursday night that It can no longer wait 
for Miller Builders to remove the dirt, 
because construction of the new school In 
Buffalo Grove is already two months be- 
hind. 


Tho board added the contractor for.the. 


new school has already threatened to re- 
negotiate tho contract for building If the 
dirt is not removed immediately. There- 
fore the board authorized Asst. Supt. 
John Bafger to hire an earth-moving 
firm to get tho dirt moved within the 
next week. 


BARGER TOLD the board he has been 


in contact with private contractors to 
move the illrt, and tho lowest price ho 
has gotten was $1.95 per cubic yard of 
dirt. He said there are more than 6,000 
yards of dirt on the site. 


Ho said Miller has moved some dirt 


that was dumped on the original excess 
dirt the developer was to move In tho 
first place. Ho also told tho school offi- 
cials that work was halted on that move- 
ment In tho past week. 


When asked If Miller will reimburse 


tho district for tho removal, Barger said 
he didn't think so. "Their agreement 
with village of Buffalo Grove does not 
hold them to anything. It just says they 
will move the dirt whenever possible." 


"However, I made an agreement with 


Miller Builders, and put it In the form of 
a letter, at their request, that tho dirt be 
moved by Aug. 30 from at least tho area 
on which we wish to build. Obviously, 
that was never done," Barger said. 


BARGER SAID he wrote the letter fol- 


lowing a verbal agreement with Charles 
Allcnson, director of land planning for 
MlUer Builders. He added tho agreement 
was mado in tho Buffalo Grovo Village 
Hall with village officials present. 


Board member Ronald Cole asked 


what the village officials were doing 
about tho situation, and Supt. Kenneth 
Gill said: "They are our only hope In this 
matter. Wo are dependent on them to try 
and get some of tho expenses back from 
Miller. You -might say we are at the vil- 
lage's mercy." 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong and Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 
assured tho members of the Mill Creek 
Homeowners Assn., that the dirt would 
be moved more than a month ago.

.Must Issue 
Information 
On Funds

According to Illinois state statutes, 


Wheeling is required to release certain 
financial information. Unfortunately, the 
form this information takes often leaves 
the average citizen without any idea of 
what money Is being spent where. 


To start at the beginning of the fiscal 


year, the village Is required to pass an 
appropriations ordinance. This ordinance 
lists what the village expects to spend 
for the coming year, and it is published 
in a newspaper. 
Some communities like Arlington 


Heights, use an older form of accounting 
which lists every salary category, pur- 
chase -category .and other specifics in 
separate line accounts. Thus, the aver- 
age citizen can look at the appropriations 
ordinance to" find out' what the village 
manager is paid or how much the village 
secretaries make. 


In Wheeling, however, more modern 


accounting methods have reduced the 
number of line accounts to make it im- 
possible to determine salaries for a par- 
ticular position. For example, the sala- 
ries of all department heads and high- 
ranking officials are listed in a lump 
sum under "general administration.". 
This year the figure under that category 
is $175,564. 
VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said: 


this method reduces the amount of pa- 
perwork without significantly reducing 
the information provided by the ordi- 
nance. "Day to day or month to month, 
it doesn't mean much to see the salaries 
of the five different fire department em- 
ployes that I mentioned," he said.

former students at Malcom X University, 
a black city university on Chicago's West 
Side. 


Six of the eight, described by Cook 


County Sheriff Richard J. Elrod as "the 
gang leaders and the triggermen," wen 
arrested and held In Cook County Jail. 
Two others wen sought 


"WE ARE HOPEFUL we can solve a 


number of other terrible killings in the 
area," Elrod said. 


Ho Identified the six arrested as Reu- 


ben Taylor, 23; his brother Donald, 21; 
Michael Clark, 21; Nathaniel Burse, 23; 
Edward Moron Jr., 23; Robert Wilson 18, 
all of Chicago. 


The six wen charged with the slayings 


of Paul Corbett, a retired Insurance ex- 
ecutive, his wife, stepdaughter, and sis- 
ter-in-law in their exclusive Barrington 
Hills estate in the northwest suburban 
area; three members of the Stephen 
Hawtreo family In rural Monee, HI.;

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Dirt Removal 
At School Site 
To Cost $12,000

There will no longer bo a problem with 


the excess dirt on the Washington Irving 
school site hi Dlst. 21 — tho taxpayers of 
that district will pay more than $12,000 
for Its removal. . 


The Dist. 21 school board said lost 


Thursday night that it can no longer wait 
for Miller Builders to remove the dirt, 
because construction of the new school in 
Buffalo Grove is already two months te- 
hind. 


The board added the contractor for the 


new school has already threatened to re- 
negotiate the contract for building If the 
dirt is not removed immediately. There- 
fore tho board authorized Asst. Supt.' 
John Bargcr to hire an earth-moving 
firm to get tho dirt moved within the 
next week. 


BAltGER TOLD tho board he has been 


In contact with private contractors to 
move tho dirt, and tho lowest price ho 
has gottan was $1.85 per cubic yard of 
dirt. Ho said there are more than 6,000 
yards of dirt on the site. 


Ho said Miller has moved some dirt 


that was dumped on tho original excess 
dirt tho developer was to move in the 
first place. Ho also told the school offi- 
cials that work was halted on that move- 
ment in tho past week. 


When asked If Miller will reimburse 


tho district for tho removal, Bargcr said 
ho didn't think so. "Their agreement 
with village of Buffalo Grove docs not 
hold them to anything. It just says they 
will move the dirt whenever possible." 


"However, I made an agreement with 


Miller Builders, and put It in tho form of 
a letter, at their request, that the dirt bo 
moved by Aug. 30 from at least the area 
on which wo wish to build. Obviously, 
that was never done," Bargcr said. 


BARGER SAID ho wrote tho letter fol- 


lowing a verbal> agreement with Charles 
Allcnson, director of land planning for 
Miller Builders. Ho added the agreement 
was mode in tho Buffalo Grove Vlllngo 
Hall with village officials present. 


Board member Ronald Colo asked 


what tho village officials wcro doing 
about tho situation, and Supt. Kenneth 
Gill said: "They are our only hope in this 
matter. We are dependent on them to try 
and get some of tho expenses back from 
Miller. You might say wo are at the vil- 
lage's mercy." 


Buffalo Grove Village Pros, Gary Arm- 


strong and Village Mgr. Daniel Larson 
assured the members of the Mill Creek 
Homeowners Assn., that the dirt would 
be moved more than a month ago. 


However, at the time, Miller Builders 


had made a deal with the village that the 
work would be done only if it had not 
rained for three consecutive days.

Finance System Gives John Q. Trouble

According to Illinois state statutes, 


Wheeling is required to release certain 
financial information. Unfortunately, tho 
form this Information takes often leaves 
the average citizen without any idea of 
what money is being spent where. 


To start at tho beginning of the fiscal 


year, the village Is required to pass an 
appropriations ordinance. This ordinance 
lists what the village expects to spend 
for the coming year, and It is published 
In a newspaper. 


Some communities like Arlington 


Heights, un an older form of accounting 
which lists every salary category, pur- 
chase category and other specifics in 
separate line accounts. Thus, (he aver- 
age citizen can look at the appropriations 
ordinance to find out what the village 
manager is paid or how much the village 
secretaries moke. 


In Wheeling, however, more modern 


accounting methods have reduced the 
number of lino accounts to make it im- 
possible to determine salaries for'a par- 
ticular position. For example, the sala- 
ries of all department heads and high' 
ranking officials are listed, in a lump 
sum under "general administration." 
This year the figure under that category 
is $175,564. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt'sald 


this method reduces the amount of-pa- 
perwork without significantly reducing 
the information provided by the ordi- 
nance. "Day to day or month to month, 
It doesn't mean much to see the salaries 
of the five different fire department em- 
ployes that I mentioned," he said. . : • 


When asked how the average citizen • 


could use the appropriations ordinances 
to compare Wheeling with other villages, 


Passolt said "that's a difficult thing to 
do under any circumstances." He ex- 
plained that In each community the line 
accounts represent different things, and 
thus cannot easily be compared. 


The village Is also required to pass a 


tax levy that shows how much money hi 
each account will come from taxes col- 
lected from village residents. This is a 
very general document that is available 
to the public at the county clerk's office 
hi Chicago. 
.At the end of the fiscal year Wheeling 
is required to publish a treasurer's re- 
port which'lists funds paid put by the 
village. Figures here can also'be confus- 
ing because the salaries, for example, are 
listed In net rather than gross amounts. 
The average citizen can only find out 
how much a village employe took home 
during the preceding year.

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$1.4 Million Referendum 
Passed For Park Projects 


The $1.4 million Palatine Park District 


referendum passed by 507 votes Saturday 
with the lowest voter turnout In recent 
years. 


Only 2,223 residents, less than 20 per 


cent of all registered voters In the park 
district, cast ballots in tho weekend ref- 
erendum. Of that total, 1,365 voted yes, 
and 858 voted against the proposal which 
will increase tax bills by 12 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Included In tho park district's plans for 


tho money is an Olympic swimming pool- 
gymnasium complex in southwestern 
Hunting Rldgo subdivision, the Palatine 
Trail for hiking, bicycling and nature 


study, construction of four tennis courts 
and development of nine neighborhood 
parks. Other projects include lighting at 
tho Palatine Hills tennis courts and con- 
struction of a larger maintenance build- 
ing. 


Voter turnout "was a little lighter than 


we had expected," park district director 
Fred P. Hall said yesterday. In the past 
month, Hall has given over 40 slide pre- 
sentations to area groups explaining the 
referendum. 


Two public meetings scheduled last 


week got little response, when two resi- 
dents .came to the first meeting, and 
three showed up the second night.

Kelley Tells Benefits Of 
Township Government Plan 


A young man in tho audience raised 


his hand and spoke for many residents of 
unincorporated 
Palatine 
Township. 


"There's no way wo can come out ahead 
if the township Is abolished. The road 
wouldn't be plowed ... we're the ones 
who will be hurt" 


Township officials nodded their approv- 


al of tho statements by the Plnehurst 
Manor subdivision resident They agree 
with him but speak in a more harsh tone 
of Cook County, which would take over 
their form of government if tho township 
is eliminated. 


"This whole thing Is liko the Trojan 


Horse," township backer Eugene Kelley 
told an audience of some 20 persons Sat- 
urday at Palatine Township Hall. "Tho 
thing is shiny on tho outside and you 
don't know what's inside." 


But he says if you open tho imaginary 


horse -and take a look, there are "a 
bunch of payrollers" who ore trying to 
take over. He contends the county 
couldn't do tho Job of handling township ' 
services as cheaply or as efficiently. 


That message Is what the Friends of 


tho Township Government (FOTG) or- 
ganlxation Is attempting to spread. Sat- 
urday's session was the latest in a scries 
of forums held to solicit support for their 
stand that the township should continue. 


The group was formed two weeks ago 


to fight tho Palatine Township League of 
Women Voters proposal to place the 
township question before voters In No- 
vember; when voters will decide the fate 


of the township. 


If voters bury the township, FOTG 


claims county control would be dis- 
astrous. 


Howard Olsen, township supervisor, 


draws a somewhat dramatic illustration. 


"Think of the destitute woman with 


two children at her hips. She could no 
longer come to the township office for 
temporary welfare help ... there would 
be a sign to take the North Western train 
downtown to the general assistance of- 
fice." 


But equally Important, Olson says, if 


the county takes over township general 
assistance, tho levy would Increase from 
its present $22,000 to $251,000. "There's 
no reason to believe otherwise ... we 
would have the same levy as the City of

Salt Creek Work Begins At Preserve 


Construction work for a flood control 


structure In the Busse Woods Forest Pre- 
serve can begin immediately, using state 
funds for the work. The structure is part 
of the Upper Salt Creek Watershed Pro- 
gram which Gov. Richard Ogilvie or- 
dered Implemented immediately in an 
announcement made last month. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt .Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service decided work, "can proceed for 
the Busse Woods structure without jeop- 
ardizing the program." 


Hamilton made his statement Friday' 


evening after a meeting of soil con- 
servation officials with representatives of 
various state and local government 
agencies. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag> 


greement is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across the creek. The 


largest 04 these controls, the one in the 
Busse Woods section of the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, would create a 600-acre 
lake for flood water retention.. 


IN MID-SEPTEMBER, the agreement 


was sent to the soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget If the Congress ap- 
proves the conservation service's fiscal 
1974 budget, construction could have be- 
bun In July, 1973. 


On Sept 19, Gov. Ogilvie announced 


that the state would not wait for federal 
funds, but would expand the project and 
proceed immediately. 


The governor's announcement was 


made after suburban areas along the 
creek had suffered heavy flood damages. 


When the governor made his announce- 


ment, Hamilton said that the soil con- 
servation service would have to approve 
any work (he state planned to do. If the 


state's plans would hinder obtaining 
approval of federal funds, Hamilton said -. 
the state would not be permitted to start, 
work on the project 


THE CONSERVATION service's deci- 


sion permitting work to begin, "means 
we will get a head start on the project," • 
said Hamilton. 


The first step in construction work will 


be the completion of necessary engineer- 
ing drawings. These will be done by the 
Illinois Division of Waterways, in cooper- ' 
ation'with the federal conservation ser- 
vice. 


After the engineering drawings are 


completed, the conservation service, 
"saw no reason, if state funds become 
available, for earth moving not to be- 
gin," said Hamilton.

Hamilton said John Guillou, head of

Charge Group Called 'De

Vietnam veterans, were charged Sunday 
In a series of nine murders — including 
the mass killings of two families — one 
from Barrington Hills — which have ter- 
rorized the Chicago area since last 
spring. 


Police said the slayings appeared to be 


racially motivated and the victims pick- 
ed at random by members of .the gang, 
former students at Malcom X University, 
a black city university on Chicago's West 
Side. 


Six of the eight, described by Cook 


County Sheriff Richard J. Elrod as "the 
gang leaders and the trlggermen," were 
arrested and held hi Cook County JtlL 
Two others were sought. 


"WE ARE HOPEFUL we can solve a 


number of other terrible killings hi the 
area," Elrod sold. 


Ho identified the six arrested as Reu- 


ben Taylor, 22; hit brother Donald, 21;

Edward Moran Jr., 23; Robert Wilson 18, 
all of Chicago.

Under tho negotiations procedure being 


followed by tho district, the two sides 
had until Sunday to reach agreement and 
then proposals had to be submitted to 
both the board and teachers for a vote. 


Chlerlco said the association leaders 


will submit a ballot to the teachers out- 
lining the fact-finder's recommendation! 
tho last offer from the board and the last 
offer from the association. 


That way, ho said, "We will be able to 


tell how the teachers feel about the vari- 
ous offers if they vote to turn down a 
settlement" 


Of the Issues which remain unsettled, 


Chlerlco said, the key one is salary. On 
that issue, he said, "We are not that far 
apart, but there are some philosophical 
differences. The board wants to get off 
tho index system and the teachers want 
to keep it." 


Under the Index system now In use in 


the district, each salary level above the 
hose pay Is a certain percentage of the 
base pay. Thus, any increase in base 
moves proportionately up the scale with 
larger raises going to more experienced 
teachers. 


Bachhuber explained the board wants 


to keep a salary schedule to determine 
pay for teachers based on experience 
and education, but does not want each 
step on tho schedule related to the base. 


That way, he said, "We would have to 


negotiate salaries step by step each year 
and if we wanted to adjust part of the 
salary schedule and not other ports we 
could without worrying about a fixed 
relationship of each level to tho base." 


If tho vote by the teachers and the 


board docs not end the deadlock, the 
fact-finders report and final positions of 
both sides will be mode public. 


At that point the two sides will have 


exhausted the procedures available in 
their contract for resolving an impasse. 
Chicrico said, "If we don't settle it, it's 
clear to me that we will have to return to 
the bargaining table." 
-The district's teachers are now work- 
ing under tho 1071-72 contract, which was 
automatically extended when the two 
sides did not reach agreement by June 
30. Tho contract contains a no-strike 
clause.

Residents Worried About Service Cuts 


A young man in the audience raised 


his hand and spoke for many residents of 
unincorporated 
Palatine 
Township. 


"There's no way wo can come out ahead 
if tho township is abolished. The road 
wouldn't be plowed . . . wo'ro the ones 
who will bo hurt." 


Township officials nodded their approv- 


al of the statements by tho Plnehurst 
Manor subdivision resident They agree 
with him but speak in. a more harsh tone 
of Cook County, which would take over 
their form of government If the township 
is eliminated. 


"This whole thing Is like the Trojan 


Horse," township backer Eugene Kcllcy 
told an audience of some 20 persons Sat- 
urday at Palatine Township Hall. "The 
thing Is shiny on the outside and you 
don't know what's Inside." 


But he says If you open tho Imaginary 


horse and take a look, there aro "a 
bunch of payrollcrs" who are trying to 
take over. Ho contends1 the county 
couldn't do tho Job of handling township 
services as cheaply or as efficiently. 


That message Is what the Friends of 


tho Township Govermment (FOTG) or- 
ganization Is attempting to spread. Sat- 
urday's session was tho latest In a scries 
of forums held to solicit support for their' 
stand that tho township should continue. 


The group was formed two weeks ago 


to fight the Palatine Township League of 
Women Voters proposal to place the 
township question before voters In No- 
vember; when voters will decide the fate 
of the township. 


If voters bury tho township, FOTG 


claims county control would bo dis- 
astrous. 


Howard Olson, township supervisor, 


draws a somewhat dramatic Illustration. 


"Think of tho destitute woman with 


two children at her hips. She could no 
longer come to the township office for 
temporary welfare help ... there would 
be a sign to take tho North Western train 
downtown to tho general assistance of- 
fice." 


But equally important, Olsen says, if 


the county takes over township general 
assistance, the levy would'increase from 
its present $22,000 to $251,000. "There's 
no reason to belldvo otherwise ... wo 
would have tho same levy as the City of 
Chicago." 


Olsen also points a critical finger at 


another county department — the Cook 
County Highway Department — which 
would maintain roads If the local govern- 
mental body Is abolished. 


"We have two full-time, year-round 


workers to-deal with township roads," 
Olsen soys. "How many do you think we 


would need If the county took over?" He 
immediately answered his own question. 


"No longer two guys to maintain more 


than 70 miles of roads. We would need a 
county foreman . . ." and ho claims a 
larger number of county men to provide 
the same services. 


Olsen and the rest of the-township offi- 


cials are attempting to rally behind their 
own cause and they contend the best in- 
terest of township residents. Battle lines 
are drawn. 


The local League of Women Voters 


move to abolish the township by a man- 
date of local residents in November, now 
rests with the courts. 


While motion upon motion passes 


through the court system — the latest 
that township officials were Improperly 
served summonses to appear In court — 
tho verbal battle becomes more rhetori- 
cally heated, especially from the town- 
ship forces. 


In a recent news release, the Cook 


County Township League, another group 
made up of Olsen and other township of- 
ficials and residents, called the move to 
abolish township government "a plot on 
the part of the liberal wing of the Demo- 
cratic party to take over the suburbs." 


But as Innuendos continue to be bat- 


tered throughout Palatine Township, 
those most concerned are hi the same 
situation as the man from Plnehurst 
Manor. 


They're worried that their roads won't 


be plowed — not so much about who will 
shovel — but that It will continue to be 
done.

from Harrington Hills — which have ter- 
rorized the Chicago area since last 
spring. 


Police said tho slayings appeared to be 


racially motivated and tho victims pick- 
ed at random by members of tho gang, 
former students at Malcom X University, 
n black city university on Chicago's West 
Side. 


Six of the eight, described by Cook 


County Sheriff Richard J. Elrod as "tho 
gang leaders and tho trlggermen," were 
arrested and held In Cook County Jail. 
Two others were sought. 


"WE AHE HOPEFUL we can solve a 


number of other terrible killings In tho 
area," Elrod said. 


He Identified tho six arrested as Reu-

to keep a salary schedule to determine 
pay for tcachcri based on experience 
and education, but does not want each 
step on the schedule related to the base. 


That way, he said, "We would have to 


negotiate salaries step by step each year 
and if we wanted to adjust part of the 
salary schedule and not other parts we 
could without worrying about a fixed 
relationship of each level to the base." 


If the vote by the teachers and the 


board docs not end the deadlock, the 
fact-finders report and final positions of 
both sides will be made public. 


At that point the two sides will have 


exhausted the procedures available in 
their contract for resolving an impasse. 
Chierico said, "If we don't settle it, it's 
clear to me that we will have to return to 
the bargaining table." 


The district's teachers are now work- 


ing under the 1971-72 contract, which was 
automatically extended when the two 
sides did not reach agreement by June 
30. The contract contains a no-strike 
clause.

Cleanup Set At School Site

There will no longer bo a problem with 


tho excess dirt on the Washington Irving 
school site in Dlst. 21 — the taxpayers of 
that district will pay more than $12,000 
for its removal. 


Tho Oist. 21 school board said last 


Thursday night that it can no longer wait 
for Miller Builders to remove tho dirt, 
because construction of tho new school in 
Buffalo Grove is already two months be- 
hind. 


Tho board added tho contractor for the 


new school has already threatened to res 
negotiate the contract for building if tho 
dirt is not removed immediately. There- 
fore tho board authorized Asst. Supt 
John Bargcr to hire an earth-moving 
firm to get the dirt moved within tho 
next week. 


BARGBR TOLD the board he has been 


in contact with private contractors to 
move the dirt, and tho lowest price ho 
has gotten was SI.95 per cubic yard of 
dirt. He said there are more than 6,000 
yards of dirt on tho slto. 


Ho said Miller has- moved some dirt 


that was dumped on tho original excess 
dirt tho developer was to move in tho 
first place. Ho also told the school offi- 
cials that work was halted on that move- 
ment In the past week. 


When asked if Miller will reimburse 


tho district for tho removal, Bargcr said 
he didn't think so. "Their agreement 
with village of Buffalo Grove docs not 
hold them to anything. It just says they 
will move tho dirt whenever possible." 


"However, I made an agreement with 


Miller Builders, and put it in the form of 
a letter, at their request, that the din be 
moved by Aug. 30 from at least tho area 
on which wo wish to build. Obviously, 
that was never done," Bargcr said. 


BAItGER SAID ho wrote tho letter fol- 


lowing a verbal agreement with Charles 
Allcnson, director of land planning for 
Miller Builders. Ho added tho agreement 
was made in the Buffalo Grove Village 
Hall with village officials present. 


Board member Ronald Colo asked 


what tho village officials wcro doing 
about the situation, and Supt. Kenneth 
GUI said: "They arc our only hope in this 
matter. Wo are dependent on them to try 
and got some of tho expenses back from 
Miller. You might say we are at tho vil- 
lage's mercy." 


Buffalo Grovo Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong and Villagu Mgr. Daniel Larson 
assured tho members of the Mill Creek 
Homeowners Assn., that tho dirt would 
bo moved more than a month ago. 


However, at tho time, Miller Builders 


had mado a deal with tho village that tho 
work would be done only if it had not 
rained for three consecutive days. 


"IT HAS NOT rained for several days 


at a time since then and they (Miller 
Builders) still don't havo tho site cleared 
of any of tho original excess earth," said 
Gill. 


Gill also explained to the board that 


even with the dirt being moved by the 
district, contractors of the new school 
cannot promise an opening date of Sept. 
1974, u they did earlier. "We are going 
to be several month* behind In the open- 
ing at Irrfc* School md •* m going to 


have to spend more money," said Gill. 


Gill said tho alternative at that time 


will be to bus the students that would 
have gono to Irving School to other 
schools in tho district, with the possi- 
bility of double shifts. Ho added there 
will also be an Increased charge in the 
contract witli tho contractors. 


The board requested that the school 


district's attorneys look into any possible 
legal action that may be taken against 
Miller Builders. However, Gill was quick 
to point out that "Miller's attorneys 
seemed to pull a quick deal past the Buf- 
falo Grove authorities when the agree- 
ment to move the dirt was made." 


"IN OTHER WORDS, what you're tell- 


big us is that Miller Builders has us in a 
box," said Cole. "And it seems to mo 
that wo havo no way out but to take our 
own funds and pay for the removal." 


According to another board member, 


"Miller Builders hasn't hurt just the resi- 
dents whose children would go to Irving, 
but they have hurt the entire district by 
taking their funds. It seems like another 
developer just ready to get the people's 
money and run, forgetting about the 
school and children completely."

A four-point plan to prevent the over- 


land flow of atom waters from flooding 
homes along Forest Avenue in Mount 
Prospect has been proposed as part of a 
study on the Feehanvflto Drainage Ditch. 


AH of the suggestions deal with High' 


School Dist. 314 property at Prospect 
High School Specifically the plan calls 
,for: 


—Regradlng the southeast portion of 


the school property to stop the overland 
water flow from heading east; 
, 


—Putting in a swato along the west 


side of Forest Avenue with a small berm 


to bold water on the school land and di- 
rect other water Into an existing storm 
sewer.which flows north; 


-developing the football field and 


track area into a detention basin; 


—Building a swale around the tennis 
- 


that area. 


THE STUDY WAS prepared by Deputy 


Village Engineer Natalie Karney for pre- 
sentation to 'the Drainage and Clean 
Streams Commission for Its -consid- 
eration and recommendation to the vil- 
lage board. 


s Cooperation Gets Action On Drain Ditch 


Cooperative efforts by business and 


governmental agencies during the past 
year have helped to clean up the Feehan- 
vffle Drainage Ditch.' Numerous obstruct- 
ions, such as fences,- trees, wooden poles • 
and debris, have impeded the discharge 
of storm waters through the ditch to the 
Des Plaines River. 


Two culverts which empty into the 


ditch were cleaned in April by the North- 
ern Illinois Gas Co., which owns land 


through which the ditch runs. 


A gate and two fence sections west of a 


culvert at Wolf Road were altered by vil- 
lage public works crews to aid the water 
flow. By May, the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District cleaned out several 
hundred feet of the creek in the area just 
before the river. 


SUll to be unclogged is a 60-inch pipe 


at the Soo Lino Ry. tracks. 


The homes on Forest Avenue are the 


western-most section of Randvtew High- 
lands. Other boundaries of the subdivi- 
sion' are Kensington Road on the north, 
Highland Street on the south and Rand 
Road on the east The development was 
built in 1955 and 1960 by Brickman Home 
Builders, Inc. 


Serious flooding occurred hi Randview 


Highlands in the spring and summers of 
1959, I960,1961,1966,1967 and this year. 
A1960 study by Consoer & Townsend En- 
gineering Co. found three major causes 
for the flooding at that Urne. They were 
overland flow from the high school, high 
runoff into the sewer system from the 
high'school building and obstructions hi 
the sewer. 


Some measures, such as an unproved 


sewer plan and some regrading, took 
place when the high school expanded hi 
1964. But the flooding problems continued 
for 65 per cent of the 154 -homes in 
Randview Heights. (Of these homes, 15 
per cent also bad contaminated flooding 
from raw sewage.)x 


CAUSES OF THE current flooding, ac- 


cording to Mrs. Karney's analysis, are 
continued runoff and overland flow from 


the high school, downstream obstructions 
in the Feehanville Ditch (which takes the 


• overflow from the sewers that serve 


Randview Highlands), an over-taxed situ- 
ation hi the existing sewer system, a less 
than efficient sewer line hook-up with the 
Rand Road Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict interceptor sewer, and a contin- 
uation of illegal downspout connections 
into the combined sewer system. 


Other recommendations made by Mrs. 


Karney to lessen the flooding situation 
include: 


—education of the residents as to what 


they can do to help reduce flooding; 


—a moratorium on the installation of 


larger size overflow sewers to the east of 
Rand Road until the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District has reported on the status 
of the proposed O'Hare Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant (which Is designed to reduce 
the back-up of sewage hi the Mount 
Prospect area); 


— and development of a regular 


maintenance program on the sewers and 
the Feehanville Ditch to help preserve 
maximum control over the removal of 
storm water and sewage.

more candidates on the rostrum than 
there were people in the audience! 


Last Thursday night at a political fo- 


rum at Pioneer Park in Arlington 


Heights, candidates from all sides of the 
issues came up to debate before an.au- 
dience of maybe- 30 persons.

Teachers To Vote 


f 


This Week On 
Salary Contract 


Teachers In High School Dlst. 214 will 


vote this week on a 1972-73 salary con- 
tract whether their representatives reach 
agreement with the board or not. 


On Sunday afternoon, representatives 


for the board and Dlst. 214 Education As- 
sociation were trying to set up a final 
negotiations meeting for last night, but 
board chairman Richard Bachhubcr said 
he was not optimistic that It could be 
arranged. 


The two sides met Saturday for several 


hours, but could not reach an agreement. 
Richard Chlcrleo, chairman of the asso- 
ciation bargaining team said teachers 
will bo asked to vote Friday whether to 
accept the board's final offer If agree- 
ment could not bo reached. 


The two sides resumed talks last week 


for the first time since May after a re- 
port was submitted by a professional 
fnct-flndcr recommending terms of a set- 
tlement 


Under the negotiations procedure being 


followed by the district, the two sides 
had until Sunday to reach agreement and 
then proposals had to be submitted to 
both the board and teachers for a vote. 


Chlcrleo said the association leaders 


will submit a ballot to the teachers out- 
lining the fact-finder's recommendation, 
the last offer from the board and the last 
offer from the association. 


That \«ay, he said, "Wo will be able to 


tell how the teachers feel about the vari- 
ous offers if they vote to turn down a 
settlement" 


Of tho issues which remain unsettled, 


Chlcrleo said, tho key one is salary. On 


that Issue, ho said, "Wo are not that far 
apart, but there are some philosophical 
differences. The board wants to get off 
tho Index system and the teachers want 
to keep It." 


Under the Index system now in use in 


the district, each salary level above tho 
base pay is a certain percentage of the 
base pay. Thus, any increase in base 
moves,proportionately up the scale with 
larger raises going to more experienced 
teachers. 


Bachhubcr explained the board wants 


to keep a salary schedule to determine 
pay for teachers based on experience 
and education, but does not want each 
step on the schedule related to the base. 


That way, he said, "We would have to 


negotiate salaries step by step each year 
and if we wanted to adjust part of the 
salary schedule and not other parts we 
could without worrying about a fixed 
relationship of each level to the base." 


If the vote by the teachers and the 


board does not end tho deadlock, the 
fact-finders report and final positions of 
both sides will be made public. 


At that point the two sides will have 


exhausted the procedures available in 
their contract for resolving an impasse. 
Chlcrleo said, "If we don't settle it, it's 
clear to mo that we will have to return to 
tho bargaining table." 


Tho district's teachers are now work- 


ing under the 1971-72 contract, which was 
automatically extended when the two 
sides did not reach agreement by June 
30. Tho contract contains a no-strike 
clause.

Salt Creek Watershed Plan Begins At Busse Preserve 


Construction work for a flood control 


structure In tho Busse Woods Forest Pre- 
serve can begin Immediately, using state 
funds for the work. Tho structure is part 
of tho Upper Salt Creek Watershed Pro- 
gram which Gov. Richard Ogllvlo or- 
dered implemented Immediately in an 
announcement made last month. 


Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed Steering Com- 
mittee, said tho U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service decided work, "can proceed for. 
tho Busse Woods structure without jeop- 
ardizing tho program." 


Hamilton made his statement Friday 


evening after a meeting of soil con- 


servation officials with representatives of 
various state and local government 
agencies. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed Ag- 


greement is a $28.5 million project to 
build flood controls across the creek. The 
largest of these controls, the one in the 
Busse Woods section of the Ned Brown 


Forest Preserve, would create a 600-acre 
lake for flood water retention. 


IN MID-SEPTEMBER, the agreement 


was sent to the soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget. If the Congress ap- 
proves the conservation service's fiscal 
1974 budget, construction could have be- 


bun in July, 1973.' 


On Sept. 19, Gov. Ogllvie announced 


that the state would not wait for federal 
funds, but would expand the project and 
proceed immediately. 


The governor's announcement was 


made' after suburban areas along the 
creek had suffered heavy flood damages. 


When the governor made his announce- 


ment, Hamilton said that the soil con-; 


, servation service would have to approve* 
any work the state planned lo do. If the- 
state's plans would hinder obtaining 
approval of federal funds, Hamilton said 
the state would not be permitted to start

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District Continues To Add Items To Referendum 


Arlington Heights Park District real* 


dents may be asked to approve a $3 mil- 
lion park district referendum Dec. 2. 


Taxpayers may also be asked to. In- 


crease the park district's tax rate for the 
purpose of maintaining the new facilities. 


The amount of the referendum has 


nearly doubled since a referendum came 
under consideration about six months 
ago. At a Saturday meeting of the citi- 
zens' referendum committee, another 
1650,000 was tentatively added to the 
package. 


THE NEWEST additions include: 
—The purchase of 23 acres of land in 


north Arlington Heights adjacent to tho 
current village landfill at an estimated 
cost of $275,000. 


—Additional park improvements in- 


cluding a fleldhouse at Dryden Park, 700 
block of South Dryden, for,an estimated 
$160,000; two tennis courts at Rlley Park, 
1200 block of Burr Oak, for an estimated 
$15,000; and a softbaU field at Oreeobrter 
Park, 2300 block of North Verde, at 
$4,000. 


-An additional $150,000 for a theater 


building, originally estimated at $350,000, 
for a more complete building. 
• 


—A meeting place for the 400-member 


Over 50 Club. The purchase of a home 
near the center of tho village was sug- 
gested at an estimated cost of $50,000. 


THE CITIZENS' committee, made up 


of some 50 residents, split into five sub- 
committees to* study the components of 


the referendum, as suggested by the 
park district administration. The sub- 
committee chairmen,.who reported their 
findings Saturday, did not make any de- 
letions from the $2.4 million worth of 
park district improvement they were 
handed to study a month ago. 


"We will meet Thursday night with the 


entire citizens' committee to determine 
exactly what to recommend for the refer- 
endum," said Anthony Tomaso, chair- 
man of the committee. That recommen- 
dation will go to the park board for final 
approval. 


While the referendum will probably In- 


clude all $3 million worth of improve- 
ments, voters may have several ques- 
tions on the ballot. Options.suggested at 


the meeting Saturday include separating 
the $1.1 million ice rink and the $500,000 
from the rest of the referendum. 


A raise in the corporate tax rate of the 


park district may also be an item in the 
referendum. The rate is now .125, and 
voters may be asked to raise the rate to 
.150. The extra .025, or 2.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation would raise about 
$70,000 .to help pay for maintaining the 
new faculties. 
' 


, THE CORPORATE TAX is only one of, 
several components of the .tax rate. The 
park district tax rate for this year, is .250 


' or about $50'for an average Arlington 


Heights home.

School District Wants Utility Tax Removed 


Arlington Heights School Dlst. 25 is 


continuing Its efforts to remove tho 
$12,000 a year utility tax paid to the vil- 
lage, but the village administration con- 
tends the tax Is necessary. 


The school district pays the tax oh all 


telephone, gas and electric bills and feels 
residents are actually paying twice to the 
village — once through Individual utility 
tax and also through the property tax 
from which the $12,000 utility tax Is paid. 


L. A. Hanson, village manager, says 


the utility tax dollars are needed for 
flood control measures. 


"Wo have experienced extreme hard- 


ship and damage from six flooding situ- 
ations In the last 90 days and.it is my 
own personal opinion that the utility tax 
will have to remain for an Indefinite pe- 
riod of time," Hanson said In a recent 
letter to the board of education. 


According to village officials, the utili- 


ty tax dollars have gone to pay for capi- 
tal Improvements In the water and sewer 
systems of tho village. Future utility 
taxes will probably go to help alleviate 
flooding problems. 


"OUR TAX DOLLARS are taken once 


as an Individual, once from School Dlst 
25 which pays some to the village, once 
from School Dlst. 214, which also pays 
some to tho village, and onco from the 
library and tho park district which also 
pay tho tax," said School Dist. 23 Board 
Member Richard Schlott. "In other

work on the project 


THE CONSERVATION service's deci- 


sion permitting work to begin, "means 
we will get a head start on the project," 
said Hamilton. 


Tho first step in construction work will 


bo the completion of necessary engineer- 
ing drawings. These will be done by tho 
Illinois Division of Waterways, In cooper- 
ation with tho federal conservation ser- 
vice. 


After tho engineering drawings are 


completed, the conservation service, 
"saw no reason, if state funds become 
available, for earth moving not to be- 
gin." said Hamilton. 


Hamilton sold John Gulllou, head of 


the state division of waterways, "assured 
mo state funds were available in a gov- 
ernor's emergency fund." 


With tho approval to proceed imme- 


diately, Hamilton sold tho project was, 
"speeded up by at least a year, possibly 
longer. If things go well,, the project 
cuutd be completed before 1980." 


THE PROJECT had called for a com- 


pletion date of 1082. 


Hamilton said that local officials must 


now, "push hard on Congress to get tho 
project authorized, the earlier the bet- 
ter." Ho sold there will also be an effort 
made to get more federal funding than 
originally had been asked for. 


Hamilton said other flood control pro- 


grams were also discussed at Friday's 
meeting. These included the speed-up of 
a feasibility study now going on for tho 
Salt Creek area In DuPago County'and' 
tho possibility of similar studies begin- 
ning for at least four other sites in Du- 
Pago County. 


Hamilton said more announcements on 


flood controls would come after tho elec- 
tions In November. "This Is not tho time 
to announce anything specific because of 
the political motivation usually ascribed 
to these things," said Hamilton. "These 
things are more Important than politics."

THE VILLAGE cultural , commission 


asked the park board not to include the 
theater in a referendum, because they 
think it will scuttle hopes for a village 
cultural center, now estimated to cost $2 
million.

"The renovations at Recreation Park

City Officials To 
Attend Convention

Sixteen city officials spent more than 


$3,600 to attend n weekend convention in 
Chicago last month', a check of city 
records shows. 


The city council will bo asked to ap- 


prove $1,111 of the expenses tonight. 
Claims totaling $955wire approved at 
the Oct. 2 council meeting. 


Examination of forms filed with City 


Comptroller Duano Bllotz by the Herald 
last week showed that city officials — 
whose hotel rooms ranged from $22.50 to 
$138 a night — paid more than $510 for 
meals, $74 for transportation, $151 for 
tips and parking and $1,200 for rooms 
during the three-day Illinois Municipal 
League convention at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel. 


Final expense total Is Incomplete be- 


cause some aldermen have not filed ex- 
pense reports, Bllctz said. 


Tho convention, which began at 0 a.m. 


Sept. 22 and ended at noon Sept. 25, drew 
about 2,400 municipal officials from Illi- 
nois. 


Tho Conrad Hilton, one of Chicago's 


expensive convention hotels, is 22 miles 
or a $4.50 round-trip train-cab ride from 
DCS Plaines. 


CONVENTION REGISTRATIONS and 


banquet tickets, at $35 for each official 
and $35 each for wives, were $1,575. Al- 
though only 16 persons filed claims more 
than 43 registered from DCS Plaines. 


Mayor Herbert Dohrcl, former league 


president from 1063 to 1066 and a current 
member of the organization's board of 
directors, topped official expenses with 
$534. 


Other expense totals approved Oct. 2 


were Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) $150; Aid. 
Charles Bolok (3rd) $130; Deputy City 
Clerk Marilyn Trost $120; City Clerk 
Eleanor Rohrback $181; Bllctz $43; 
Health Director Jean Branding $93; 
Building Commissioner Alfred J. Prl- 
ckctt $182 and Bchrcl $28. 


Expenses on tonight's financial list In- 


clude Assistant Public Works Commis- 
sioner Wallace Schacfcr $128; Aid. Alan 
Abrams (8th) $119; Aid.

"I knew some people wouldn't be stay- 


ing overnight. I wanted someplace for 
them to meet and congregate," ho said. 


The suite, costing about $414, "just 


didn't work out," he said. "We didn't get 
the benefit for the cost. It's a trial and 
error thing. I will not — If I'm mayor 
next October — take a suite again. Wo 
just didn't have the flow of traffic I 
hoped." 


THE CONVENTION is at the Hilton 


again next year because "there aren't 
many places that 2,400 people can go," 
Bchrel said. 


Value of the convention, the only large 


gathering for municipal officials In Illi- 
nois, depends "on what meetings each 
individual attended. 


"I want to mako one thing very clear 


— this is no gala party where everyone 
has fun," Bchrcl said. 


Des Plaines, an avid supporter of tho 


league, has pushed city officials to attend 
the convention for 20 years, Behrel said. 


"This Is tho one convention where the 


city pays all expenses for both the hus- 
band and wife. 


"This isn't like the National League of 


Cities convention in Honolulu last year. 
We're not n Berkeley or Northlnke 
(where dozens of city, officials attended 
the Hawaii meetings). The only person 
who went to Honolulu was the mayor and 
his wife and that only cost about $1,500," 
Bchrcl said. 


MRS. ROHRBACH was the only other 


city official listed in tho convention pro- 
gram. She presided- at an election 
procedure meeting of city clerks Sept. 23 
and was a panel member Sept. 24 during 
discussion of Senate Bill 1569, an election 
consolidation proposal. 


Only five aldermen filed claims for 


cnnvcntlon expenses. Bolck, Erbach and 
Abrams rented rooms, averaging $33 a 
night, at the Hilton while Klssllngcr and 
Scltz received mileage for trips to and 
from tho convention each day. 


The league meetings "come under the 


heading of n convention where you can 
do two things — accomplish nothing or 
get something out of It," Abrams, who 
attended with his wife, said. 


"It's an opportunity to meet people In 


the same activities, match notes, talk 
about trends In government," Abrams 
said. 


Bchrcl said officials were encouraged to 


stay In Chicago for the weekend. "It's 
safer than driving the Dan Ryan at mid- 
night after attending the banquet. 


"We told the aldermen that If they're 


going to drive downtown we'll pay mile- 
age and anything you spend," the mayor 
said. 


"This was a working convention. I 


wasn't sleeping even at 8 a.m. Sunday 
morning because I led' the prayer at 
breakfast," the mayor said.

Kids Make Maps, Learn Geography

.Map-making has become a popular 
part of social studies for fifth and sixth 
graders, at Forest Elementary School in 
Des Plaines. 


Richard Marecek, sixth grade social 


studies teacher at Forest, uses map proj- 
ects to "get the kids involved" in the so- 
cial studies program. By the time a stu- 
dent reaches the fifth or sixth grade, he 


has learned an awful lot about geography 
and map-making gives him a chance to 
apply what he has learned, Marecek 
said. 


The.sixth graders are now completing 


a globe-making project. They covered in- 
flated balloons with papier mache and 
when each one dried they pushed a pin 
Into the sphere and popped the balloon 
inside. Each "globe" was painted, blue 


and .the prime meridian, equator, inter- 
national dateline, and tropic latitudes 
were drawn in. 


Continents, islands, and ice caps were 


traced on the globe and painted. Some 
students painted each country a different 
color, others drew in mountains, lakes, 
rivers and deserts and several students 
mixed sand with the tempera paint to 
give the globe texture. One student, 


City Hall Approval Expected Today 


The DCS Plaines City Council is ex- 


pected to authorize planning of a $1.45 
million city hall and approve a ward re- 
districting map tonight. 


The proposed five or six story city hall 


was recommended by 11 council mem- 
bers meeting as a committee of the 
whole Thursday night. The structure, 
which would allow addition of an adjoin- 
ing police-court building, would be fi- 
nanced through loans from local banks. 


The council is expected to authorize fi- 


nal "working drawings" which . could 
lead to bidding of the project in four 
months. 


At least two remap proposals will be 


offered for council approval. 


Tho 16-mcmbcr council has rejected 


two previous remap attempts since last 
spring, by City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach 
because the proposed wards placed more 
than two Incumbent aldermen in two dif- 


ferent words. 


THE COUNCIL, in response to a Con- 


stitutional need to divide the city into 
eight wards with nearly equal popu- 
lations, formed a reapportionment com- 
mittee last month. 


The committee viewed eight maps with 


population variations between .5 and 8.2 
per cent at its second meeting Oct. 4 and 
seven members finally signed a map that 
would not pit incumbent aldermen 
against each other for reelection. The 
map, with wards between 7,186 and' 7,135 
persons, contains at least five "thumb- 
nails" where small homeowner areas jut 
from one ward to another and splits the 
Cumberland Terrace area between two 
wards. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) and Aid. Rob- 


ert Michaels (8th) objected to the com- 
mittee-approved proposal, arguing the 
present 8th ward, with more than 20 per 


cent of the city's population, should be 
guaranteed at least three aldermen in 
the remap, 


Abrams and Michaels will offer an al- 


ternate map for approval tonight. 


The Michaels-Abrams map, drawn 


with the aid of City Planner Mike Rich- 
ardson, is similar to Mrs. Rohrbach's 
proposals. The map follows natural 
boundaries with straight lines dividing 
the wards. 


ABRAMS TOLD THE Herald last week 


that the map was drawn without "politi- 
cal, considerations." The proposal would 
shift at least one Incumbent, Aid. Robert 
Sherwood (2nd), prompting an election 
' battle in the 1st ward. 


The proposal unifies the. Cumberland 


Terrace area and contains the 8th ward 
. in the northwest corner of the city, north 
of Waycinden Park! The 3rd ward would

work on the map and present a report on 
their work to the rest of the class. 


When the map was completely drawn 


in, the students painted over it and paint- 
ed in their own country with imaginary 
cities, reservoirs, and industrial centers. 


The sixth graders arenow working on a 


similar map project, said Marecek. They 
paint mountains, deserts and grasslands 
on a plain white plastic relief map using' 
their own color key to indicate altitude. ; 


The sixth graders are also given the 


chance to draw a map of the world mak-' 
ing up imaginary countries, islands, and 
oceans. The children often use their own' 
names to describe make believe land fea- 
tures, said Marecek. If Henry Hudson. • 


'. can coll his discovery Hudson Bay,-they." 
. feel they can call an imaginary body of 


water the Mary Sea, he,said. 
.

Making a map really helps the student 


learn, said Marecek. There is no need to* 
ask a student to define the word island if 
he can draw one on a map and label it,- 
be said.

The 
largest of these controls, the one in the 
Busse Woods section of the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, would create a 600-acre 
lake for flood water retention.

was sent to the soil conservation service 
for approval and inclusion on the fiscal 
1974 federal budget. If the Congress ap- 
proves the conservation service's fiscal 
1974 budget, construction could have be- 
bun in July, 1973.

Located between Dundee Road and 


Northwest Highway on Quentin Road, the 
land is currently owned by Edwin and 
Gladys Koop, 1020 N. Quentin Rd. 


In February, state officials announced 


they would sign an option on Ihe land for 
a purchasing price of $3j3,:03. But hi 
March plans for the station location were 
dropped because the land was designed 
unsuitable for such a facility.

Mobile classrooms, leucd for the put 


fivt years to relieve overcrowding at 
East Maine Elementary Dlit. 63 schools, 
may become a long-term part of the 
landscape ai a remit of school board ae» 
tlon earlier this month. 


The mobile unlti, purchaied Oct. 3 by 


the board, bad been leased because the 
' school district did not nave enough mon- 
ey to build permanent classrooms and 
was not able to predict future enrollment 
patterns and classroom needs. 


Disk 63, located In portions of unin- 


corporated Des PUlnes, as wen as NUes, 
Glenvlew, and Morton Grove, experi- 
enced large Increases In enrollment 
when the area first started to grow In 
population about 10 years ago. Today, It 
is crowded with high rise apartments, 
duplexes and shopping centers. 


Two of the mobile classrooms are lo- 


cated at Mark Twain Elementary School, 


Expect Board To 


Act On Boundary 


The Elk Grove Township Dlst 59 


School Board Is expected to take action 
on recommended boundary changes at 
tonight's meeting. 


The board will meet at 8 o'clock In the 


administration building, 2133 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights. 


At the Oct. 2 meeting of the board, the 


special citizens' committee on attend- 
ance boundaries made Its recommenda- 
tions for boundary changes. 


The charges affect Cook, Salt Creek, 


Byrd, Clearmont, and Grant Wood 
schools in Elk Grove Village; Frost 
School In Mount Prospect; High Ridge 
Knolls and Brentwood in Mount Pros- 
pect; and Dempster, Holmes, Lively, and 
Friendship junior high schools. 


The changes were recommended to 


prevent anticipated overcrowding at 
various schools throughout the district 


Board action is required on any change 


before it becomes official. 


9401 Hamlln Ave., Niles. Robert Jablon, 
principal at Mark Twain, said the two 
mobile units are used for the school's 
four half-day kindergarten sessions. 


THE SCHOOL, which serves in- 


corporated Des Plalnes, la now operating 
under full classroom usage, said Jablon, 
and none of the classrooms are empty 
during the day. 


Taxpayers are no longer willing to pay 


for more' school construction, said Jab- 
lon. The East Maine area has very little 
commercial property to provide property 
tax dollars to schools, and homeowners 
are thus forced to pay a high tax rate. 


Early this year, the Dist 63 board filed 


a suit charging that some shopping cen- 
ters and apartment complexes were un- 
derassessed by $16 million. The Cook 
County Assessor's office is now com- 
pleting a reassessment of property in the 
area. 


The mobile classrooms seem to pro- 


vide the answer to overcrowding In Dlst 
63. After years of rising enrollment and 
school construction, enrollment is begin- 
ning to level off, said Jablon, and the 
mobile units could be unnecessary in a 
few years. 


Jablon said'the enroflnlent Is actually 


declining at Mark Twain but still tends 
to fluctuate sporadically at different 
grade levels. Last year the school had 
5S2 students but has only 670 this year. 
Jablon said that as the enrollment con- 
tinues to decrease at Mark Twain, the 
mobile classrooms will be discontinued. 


MARK TWAIN is also plagued by un- 


usually high fluctuations in school enroll- 
ment during the year. 


There are few single-family dwellings 


In the are* served by the school and 
families are constantly moving in and 
out of the area, said Jablon. "It's a stop- 
ping off point for people who move out 
of the city," he said. As the family ma- 
tures, they usually move out of the area 
to buy a home. 


The mobile classrooms are very com- 


fortable, said Jablon. They are the regu- 
lar classroom size, are completely self- 
contained with washrooms and drinking 
fountains, and have carpeting and air 
conditioning. Each kindergarten class us- 
ing the mobile unit has about 22 children. 


*Archdiocese Won't Control 
Added Maryville Classrooms9 


The Archdiocese of Chicago will have 


"absolutely no element of control" over 
additional school facilities for students at 
Maryville Academy, State Rep.' Eugene 
Schllckman said Thursday. 


Schllckman made the statement at a 


meeting of the Forest River Civic Associ- 
ation In reply to a resident who asked if 
school Dlst 26 planned to lease land 
from the Archdiocese for the additional 
facilities. 


SCHMCKMAN sponsored a bill last 


year that provides that a school district, 
can declare an emergency and apply for 
state funds for school buildings when a 
nonpubllc school closes resulting In an 
Increased enrollment by 5 per cent or 
more to a public school district Such an 
"emergency" occurred in Dlst. 26 In 1968 
when Catholic Charities announced It 
could no longer afford to educate the 
Maryville children, who are wards of the 
state. 


According to Dlst. 26 Supt Tom War- 


den, there were three possibilities being 
considered for the location of the new 
facilities for the Maryville students. One 
of these was that the district might lease 
land for the facilities from Maryville. Af- 
ter consulting with Warden and Gene 
Kukla, the former principal of the River 
Road School at Maryville, however, 
Schllckman said It was "their opinion 
that the additional facilities were going 
to be away and off from the Arch- 
diocesan premises." 


It Is up to the Office of the Superin- 


tendent of Public Instruction to deter- 
mine what's to be built, whether addi- 
tional classrooms or a new school, and 
where these facilities are to be built, 
Schllickman said. Once these decisions 
are made, "It la the prerogative of the 
capital financing development board to 
purchase the land, hire the architect and 
supervise 
construction," 
Schllckman 


said. 


Dlst 26 notified the Governor's Office 


of Human Resources of Its rquest for 
"emergency" status for Maryville sev- 
eral weeks ago. However, no formal 


request was made to the Capital Financ- 
ing Development Board, which is in 
charge of determining approval for the 
district's request The delay In adminis- 
tering the bill was not the fault of 
Dlst 26, however, Schllckman said. 


Only recently the Capital Financing 


Development Board took the place of the 
Illinois School .Building Commission. 
"There have been a lot of headaches," 
with the changeover, Schllckman said. 
"John Moore, executive director of the 
Development Board, has been apologet- 
ic," however, Schllckman said. 


He said Moore told him that he sent 


Warden a draft of a letter the school dis- 
trict could follow In applying for emer- 
gency status on Wednesday. Schllckman 
said Moore told him he would be con- 
tacting Warden about approval early this 
week. 


Thursday night's meeting was original- 


ly scheduled as a debate on parochiaid 
between Schllckman and Democrat Ed- 
ward Warman. The two are in.the 
Fourth District state legislative race. In- 
stead of a debate, however, the two men 
simply gave a short talk and then asked 
the audience for questions. 


Schllckman mentioned that he was in 


favor of parochiaid since it reduces the 
cost of maintaining these children In pub- 
lic schools, gives parents a choice of 
educational system and provides a stim- 
ulus for improvement of the public 
schools. • Warman agreed saying that 
though he voted against parochiaid In 
1969, he now feels that it Is con- 
stitutionally possible. 


Schllckman also mentioned be was 


concerned about flood control In the unin-' 
corpoated areas of the Fourth District 
He said he found it "deplorable and 
scandalous" that the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners had not adopted a 
comprehensive flood control plan for sub- 
urban Cook County. Schllckman said he 
has recommended that no unit of govern- 
ment should be able to exercise a zoning 
authority unless there Is a com- 
prehensive plan for the area.

As outside temperatures drop, indoor 


fire dangers rise. That's the warning 
from Fire Chief Frank Haag who re- 
minds householders that cold weather al- 
ways brings an increase in the number 
of destructive fires. 


"When home heating syttems are 


pushed hard In cold weather, any weak- 
ness hi the equipment or Installation may 
show up," Haag said. "Avoid possible 
disaster by having your home heating 
equipment checked and repaired now,' 
before the first cold snap of the season. 
And remember that a clean, tight chim- 
ney means fuel saving — and thus mon- 
ey saving — as well as fire safety." 


If you use portable room heaters, said 


the chief, make sure they are in first- 
class operating condition and place them 
so they are not in the path of emergency 
exit routs, so (hey can not accidentally 
be bumped or overturned, and so they 
are well away from walls, clothes racks, 
curtains, furniture, bedding and other 
household Items which burn easily.

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Park District Continues To Add Items To Referendum 


Arlington Heights Park District resi- 


dents may be asked to approve a $3 mil- 
lion park district referendum Dec. 2. 


Taxpayers may also be asked to in- 


crease the park district's tax rate for the 
purpose of maintaining the new faculties. 


The amount of the referendum has 


nearly doubled since a referendum came 
under consideration about six months 
ago. At a Saturday meeting of the dti- 
MM' referendum committee, another 
1880,000 was tentatively added to the 
package. 


THE NEWEST additions Include: 
—The purchase of 23 acres of land In 


north Arlington Heights adjacent to the 
current village landfill a* an estimated 
cost of $275,000. 


—Additional park Improvements in- 


cluding a fleldbouM at Dryden Park, 700 
block of South Dryden, for an estimated 
1160,000; two tennis courts at Riley Park, 
1200 block of Burr Oak, for an estimated 
115,000; and a softball field at Greenbrler 
Park, 2300 block of North Verde, at 
•4,000. 
-An additional 1150,000 for a theater 


building, originally estimated at $350,000, 
for a more complete building. 


—A meeting place for the 400-member 


Over 50 Club. The purchase of a home 
near the center of the village was sug- 
gested at an estimated cost of $50,000. 


THE CITIZENS' committee, made up 


of some 50 residents, split into five sub-, 
committees to study the components of 


the referendum, as suggested by the 
park district administration. The sub- 
committee chairmen, who reported .their 
findings" Saturday,' did not make any de- 
letions from the $2.4 million worth of 
park district Improvement they were 
handed to study a month ago. 


"We will meet Thursday night with the 


entire citizens' committee to determine 
exactly what to recommend for the refer- 
endum," said Anthony Tomato, chair- 
man of the committee. That recommen- 
dation wfll go to the park board for final 
approval 
'

. While the referendum will probably in- 
clude all $3 million worth of improve- 
ments, voters may have several ques- 
tions on the ballot Options suggested at 


the meeting Saturday include separating 
the $1.1 million Ice-rink and the $500,000 
from the rest of the referendum. 


A raise in the corporate tax rate of the 


park district may also be an item In the 
referendum. The rate Is now .125, and 
voters may be asked to raise the rate to 
.150. The extra .025, or 2.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation would raise about 
$70,000 to help pay for maintaining the 
new facilities. 


THE'CORPORATE TAX is only one of 


several components of the tax rate. The 
park district tax rate for this year is .250 
or about $50 for an average Arlington 
Heights home. 


At the present time, the $3 million ref- 


erendum includes: 


School District Wants Utility Tax Removed 


Arlington Heights School Disk 25 Is 


continuing Its efforts to remove the 
$12,000 a year utility tax paid to the vil- 
lage, but the village administration con- 
tends the tax Is necessary. 


The school district pays the tax on all 


telephone, gas and electric bills and feels 
residents are actually paying twice to the 
village — once through individual utility 
tax and also through the property tax 
from which the $12,000 utility tax is paid.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Eight members of 


a group called the "Do Mau Mau" gang, 
made up of dishonorably discharged 
Vietnam veterans, wore charged Sunday 
to a scries of nine murders — including 
the mass killings of two families — ono 
from Barrington Hills — which have ter- 
rorized tho Chicago area since lost 
spring. 


Polico said the slaylngs appeared to bo 


racially motivated and the victims pick- 
ed at random by members of tho gang, 
former students at Malcom X University, 
a black city university on Chicago's West 
Side. 


Six of the eight, described by Cook 


County Sheriff Richard J. Elrod as "the 


gang leaders and the trlggermcn," were 
arrested and held to Cook County Jail. 
Two others were sought. 


"WE ARE HOPEFUL we can solve a 


number of other terrible killings to the 
area," Elrod said. 


Ho identified the six arrested as Reu- 


ben Taylor, 22; his brother Donald, 21; 
Michael Clark, 21; Nathaniel Burse, 23; 
Edward Moron Jr., 23; Robert Wilson 18, 
all of Chicago.

tlement. 


Under the negotiations procedure being 


followed by the district, the two sides 
had until Sunday to reach agreement and 
then proposals had to be submitted to 
both the board and teachers for a vote. 


Chierico said the association leaders 


will submit a ballot to the teachers out- 
' lining the fact-finder's recommendation,

That way, he said, "We would have to 


negotiate salaries step by step each year 
and if we wanted to adjust part of the 
salary schedule and not other parts we 
could without worrying about a fixed 
relationship of each level to the base." 


If the vote by the teachers and the 


board does not end the deadlock, the 
fact-finders report and final positions of 
both sides will be made public. 


At that point the two sides will have 


exhausted the procedures available in 
their contract for resolving an impasse. 
Chierico said, "If we don't settle it, it's 
clear to me that we will have to return to 
the bargaining table." 


The district's teachers are now work- 


ing under the 1971-72 contract, which was 
automatically extended when the two 


• sides did not reach agreement by June 


30. The contract contains a no-strike 
clause.)

Work has begun on a study of the Des 


Plaines River basin and will begin soon 
to tho Poplar Creek basin. 


Both projects are part of the one-year- 


old Chicago Metropolitan Area River Ba- 
sin Plan which is expected to bo com- 


pleted to four years. 


The studies are similar to one done by 


a citizens committee and the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service on Salt Creek, Fed- 
eral funding is now being sought to im- 
plement recommendations of that Salt 
Creek study. 


Richard Lanyon, supervising engineer 


for flood control with the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, said citizen volunteers 
on the Des Plaines River Basin Steering

River Basin Plan is expected to be com- 
pleted in July 1976. 


The study focuses on areas which will 


not be directly served .by the Chicago 
Underflow Plan of storage reservoirs 
and underground tunnels which serve 
combined sewered areas in close to sub- 
urb* ond the City of Chicago.

$172,500 for study tests for the current 
fiscal year. 


Federal contributions for tite current 


fiscal year are $415,000.

It would be ridiculous to begin this ar- 


ticle, "A halfback was born under the 
gloomy lights of Maine East stadium last 
Friday night when..." And so on. 


And it would be equally ridiculous to 


write, "Shades of Gale Sayers ... blah, 
blah, blah." 


Because John Wolff is no Gate Sayers. 


And he wasn't just born cither. 


He's just plain John Wolff. A knock 


'cm down halfback who'd like to be hon- 
ored as Chicago Today Back-fo-the-Week. 


"He almost made It against Morton 


East," said Al Eck, Maine East head 
coach. "They called and said he was one 
of three guys being considered. 


"John didn't get It, so I just told him 


he'd have to keep trying," Eck said. 
"He's a little hungry to get It." 


Perhaps this will be "The Week That 


Was" for John Wolff. Last Friday night, 
tho muscular tailback scored 28 points In 
East's 30-0 whitewashing of Maine North. 


Wolff tallied on runs of three, 14 and 20 


yards. He also caught a 28-yard touch- 
down pass from Greg Maloney and 
scored a pair of two-point conversions. 


Altogether, Wolff accounted for 129 


yards. He carried 12 times for 86 yards 
(7.1 average) and caught two Maloney 
passes for 43 yards. 


On the season, he's scored 58 points on 


eight touchdowns 'and five two-point con- 
versions. Wolff has eight pass receptions 
for 103 yards and 510 yards rushing.
